Gentlemen—In accepting the distinguished position to which

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you that I have no experience in legislation, and therefore shall 
be dependent upon you, to give me counsel and advice in my 
efforts to discharge the arduous duties that will be required of 
me, as the Presiding Officer of this House. If I were not confi- 
dent that you would generously aid me, in all my efforts to.gre- 
serve order aud decorum, and facilitate the dispatch of business, 
I would unhesitatingly refuse to accept the proffered honor. 

It is my humble opinion that the future destiny of the people 
of Texas, for many years to come, is more dependent upon this 
than any Legislature ever convened since annexation. 

Perhaps it may be possible for us to pursue a line of policy 
that will prove acceptable to all the departments of the General 
Government ; but, should we fail in this, we can at least pre- 
serve our self-respect, and win the approbation of the good men 
of all sections, by directing the legislation of the State in such a 
manner as to do full justice to every class of our citizens. Whilst 
engaged in making laws, we should keep constantly before us 
the solemn declaration, that “ The Constitution of thé United 
States, and the laws made in pursuance thereof, are the supreme 
law of the land." By acting in obedience to this declaration, we 
cannot materially err in our efforts to act in harmony with the 
General Government. 

In conclusion, permit me to return to you my most sincere 
thanks, and assure you that it shall be my constant effort to 
make you a good Presiding Officer.

Journal of yesterday read and adopted. 

Mr. Cochran offered the following resolution: 

Jiesolved, That a committee of five be appointed by the 
Chair to procure the astendance of a Chaplain alternately cach 
week from the various churches in the city, and that each Chap- 
lain shall receive a per diem pay for each day he serves. 

On motion of Mr. Kyle, laid on the table. 

Mr. Bonner offered the "following resolution : 

Resolved, That the House now create the office of Chaplain, 
whose salary shall be the same as the other officers of the House, 
. and proceed to the election of said officer. Adopted. 

Nominations being in order, 

Mr. Evans nominated the Rev. W. J. Veal. 

Mr. Glasscock nominated Rev. J. H. Zively. 

Messrs. Kyle, Glasscock and Whitsett were appointed Tellers. 

Mr. Lewter moved to postpone the election of Chaplain until 
to-morrow, 1l o'clock, Carried. 

| Mr. Kyle: moved that the House take a recess for twenty 
-minutes, preparatory to joint session of the two Houses. Car- 
red. 

The recess being over, and House called to order, 

On motion of Mr. Kyle, the Chief Clerk was directed to in- 
form the Senate that the House was ready to meet that body in 
joint session, and proceed to inaugurate a Governor and Lieu- 
tenant Governor, 

Whereupon, the Chief Clerk proceeded to the Senate, and 
having delivered the message, that body was announced by the 
Doorkeeper. 

Senators were seated in the aisle; and the President of the 
Senate was invited to a seat on the right of the Speaker. 

The Doorkeeper then announced the Joint Committee from 
both Houses, conducting the Governorand Lieutenant Governor | 
‘elect, accompanied by the officers of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, who were conducted to their respective seats. 

The band having discoursed music, the Chaplain of the Sen- 
sate, .Rev. J. W. Phillips, delivered an impressive prayer. 

Thereupon, the Hon. J. H. Bell, Secretary of State, intro- 
duced the Hon. J. W. Throckmorton, Governor elect, who said : 
FF ELLOW-CITIZENS : 

Called by the people of Texas, with an unanimity of senti- 
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ment rarely equalled in the history of Republican Governments, 
to preside over their destinies at a period so critical, whe. the 
future of the country appears so gloomy, when so much prudence 
and sagacity are required and expected, I can but be most pro- 
foundly impressed with the responsibilities of the task before me. 

About to take upon myself the oath of office as Chiet Magis- 
trate of the State, and entcring upon a term of ‘service that 
must prove eventful in the history of the country, I am frank 
to confess that I feel greatly wanting in the ability necessary to 
ihe occasion; and, feeling thus, I cannot withhold the expres- 
sion of my regret that the choice of the people had not fallen 
upon some one more worthy and capable. 

During periods of profound peace, when the State was undis- 
turbed ir 1ts domestic concerns, and in its relations to the Federal 
Goverment, 4he administration of its political affairs was at- 
tended with much difficulty, and required a high order of ad- 
ministrative ability. Ata time like the present, when we have 
just emerged from the most terrible conflict known to modern | 

times, with homes made dreary and desolate by the heavy hand 
of war; the people impoverished, and groaning under public and 
private debts ; the great industrial energies of the country sadly 
depressed ; occupying in some respects the position of a State 
of the Federal Union, and in others, the condition of a con- 
quered province, exercising only such privileges as the conqueror 
in his wisdom and mercy may allow ; the loyalty ot the people 
to the General Government doubted : their integrity questioned ; 
their holiest aspirations for peace and restoration disbelieved, 
mahgned and traduced, with & constant misapprehension of 
their most innocent actions and intentions ; with a frontier many 
hundred miles in extent, being desolated by a murderous and 
powerful enemy, our devoted frontiersmen filling bloody graves, 
their property given to the flames, or carried off as booty, their 
little ones murdered, and their wives and daughters carried into 
a captivity more terrible than death, and reserved for tortures 
such as savage cruelty and lust can alone inflict ; unprotected by 
the government we support, with troops quartered in the in- 
terior, where there is peace and quiet; unwilling to send armed 
citizens to defend the suffering border, for fear of arousing un- 
just suspicions as to the motive; with a heavy debt crea- 
ted before the late war, and an empty treasury; with an 
absolute necessity for.a change in the laws to adapt ourselves to 
the new order of things, and embarrassments in every part of 
our internal affiairs ; under such circumstances, with such sur- 
roundings, when so much depends upon prudence, and so great 
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an amount of patriotism and intelligence is required, I feel sadly 
oppressed with the difficulties which lie before me. Under the 
most favorable attitude of affairs it is impossible always to meet 
publie expectation. Situated as we now are, I beg of my.fel- . 
low-citizens to form no hasty judgment of my actions, but take 
time to consider of them and witness their effects upon the coun- 
try. Doubtless errors will occur. It is impossible for human 
foresight to avoid them. I feel that I shall greatly need the 
generous indulgence of the country, and confidently anticipate 
a large measure of its forbearance and charity. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties which beset us, and the unto- 
ward direction given to measures proposed for the settlement of 
the grave questions growing out of the late unhappy contest be- 
tween the Government and the Southern States, and notwith- 
standing the measures so proposed have received the sanction of 
the National Legislature, yet, my fellow-citizens, with proper 
eonduct on our pert, I do not despair of receiving liberal and 
generous treatment from our Northern countrymen. Iam not 
yet prepared to believe that the land of Franklin and Hancock, 
of the Adams’, of Hamilton and Jay, cf Webster, and so many 
other worthies of pure unsullied patriotism, is no longer a land 
of good and great men, or that the lessons of unselfish. devotion 
to country, taught by these illustrious and venerated fathers, 
have been wholly forgotten. The wild hurricane of passion, 
engendered by fanaticism and misguided philanthopy, augmen- 
ted in its fury by the flames of civil war, may sweep over the coun- 
try, the warning voice of patriotism may be unheeded, and . 
hushed for a time, but when the storm subsides, and its fury is 
expended, reason and justice, tempered with magnanimity and a 
generous regard for every section of the Union, will resume their 
away. 

.The true men of the country who have embalmed in 
their hearts the noble work of the founders of the govern- 
ment, who look to the sacred teachings of the constitution as the 
&'k of safety for the American people, and who earnestly desire 
to perpetuate republican institutions, are the men to whom we 
must look for safety. Such, we have reason to believe, are yet 
in the land. They arealready beginning to give tone to public. 
. sentiment, and soon we may anticipate that they will guide. the 
councils of the nation, and control its destiny. How inviting 
the task for statesmen and philanthropists to renew, and place 
on an ever enduring basis, the government erected by the toils < 
and süfferimgs, and consecrated by the wisdom of Washington 
and his illustrious compeers! What a noble incentive to the 
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pure, just and magnanimous in heart to enter upon the glorious 
task of restoring peace and harmony to the late fiercely con- 
tending sections of the American Union, of binding up and 
healing the ghastly wounds inflicted upon the country, . of 
re- uniting in the bonds of affection and mutual confidence the 


hearts of countrymen estranged by war. -A , more Inviting

field was never presented to the consideration of the frieuds of 
freedom. 

The good work has already been inaugurated. With a mag- 
nanimity of spirit that bespeaks a noble purpose, and a sagacity 
of mind indicative of the truest statesmanship, the President has 
extended to the people of the South liberal terms of restoration, 
His generous policy has endeared him to the great mass 
of the people, in every part of the country. T'his liberality 
has deeply touched the tenderest chords of the Southern 
heart. Sentiments of love and veneration for the govern- 
ment of our fathers have been aroused by it, which had long 
slumbered. Kindness and mercy have been far more potert in 
promoting fidelity to the Uuion, in a few short months, than 
could have been effected ‘by bayonets, confiscation and the gal- 
lows, in long ycars of oppression. I am confident in the belief, i 
my fellow-citizens 3, that the great mass of our Northern country- 
men desire to treat us as brethren, and wish to see us restored to 

all the benefits of the government, I shall regard it the chiefest 
of my duties to foster and encourage this spirit, and shall incul- 
cate among our own people the necessity of so demeaning them- 
selves, that the breath of suspicion shall not sully their reputa- 
tion for idelity to the government, and, in this regard, shall labor 


to remove any erroneous impressions that may have been made 


as to a want of good faith and sincerity on the part of the people 
of the State. 

Under the most trying circumstances, the people of the South 
have shown a constancy “and devotion, rarely equalled, to a cause 
considered by them as sacred and holy. When they were isola- 
ted from the world, girdled around and penetrated by armies and 
navies, more powerful i in numbers and the appliances of war than 
were ever before marshaled against one people, threatened with 
servile insurrection, suffering for food and clothing, with smoul- 
dering ruins and burning districts on every hand, the contest was 
continued, until almost every household mourned its dead, 
and until its mightiest chieftans and their most devoted fol- 
lowers had fallen, or suceumbed to numbers they could no 
longer resist or evade. - When all was lost, save honor, they 
yielded. Terms were offered and frankly and unreservedly accept- 
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ed. We were invited to renew our allegiance to the government. 
AS an evidence of sincerity, with hardly an exception, the Am- 
nesty Oath of the President, authorized by Act of "Congress, 
vas taken by the people. The abolition of slavery has been 
iecoznized in our fundamental law. The people abide by and sup- 
port the acts of Congress, and the Proclamations of the Execu- 
tive of the Nation on this subject. And although much 
‘has been said and done by unfriendly parties, to breed dis- 
turbance and distrust, yet the people are pursuing the even 
tenor of their way, an d giving proofs ot fidelity to the g government 
that. will, in the end, convince all who honestly desire peace aad 
rest oration, 

Heese been a resident of Texas for a quarter of a century, 
familiarly acquainted with all her prominent citizens, having . 
served in "the Councils of the State for fifteen years. and shared the 
dangers and toils of the late war with her soldiers, recently 
mingied much with the people, and corresponded with them in 
every section of the State within the past few months, I claim i 
know something of the actual and truthful condition of affair 
I do not hesitate to declare that tho great body of the péople ar 
earnestly desirous of performing all their obligations to the Gon: 
eral Government. A people who have won the respect and 
admiration of the world for thir chivalry, high daring and forti- 
tude, will not be doubted by generous and brave spirits when 
they assert their loyalty. 

In the administration of the affairs of the Stato, it shall be my 
constant endeavor to recommend and aid in carrying out such. 
measures as will insure exact justice to all classes of men, of 
every political faith, religious creed, race and color. The chan ged 
relations, so suddenly brought about, of the white and blac 
races, willrequire of us much thovehtfal consideration Itisa 
duty weowe alike to ourselyes and to  humanit y, to enact laws that 
will secure the freed people the full protection of all the rights of. 
person and property guaranteed them by our Amended Consti- 
tution. The day is not far distant, in my judgment, when the 
black | people will be Sone nee that their truest friends are those 
with w hom they have sported in youth, and who have cared for 
them from their infancy. I shall give the su bject the closest 
attention, and shall not fail, from time to time, to make such sug- 
gestions as experience may dictate, in order to render this class 
of our population useful to themselves and the country. i 

The condition of the frontier shall receive my serious 
attention. At the earliest moment, I shall endeavor to 
secure from the General Government adequate and permanent 
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protection, and will, at the same time, use every exertion to 
have such trdaties, made by the proper authorities, as will insure 
future security to the people. In the event, a sufficient number 
of troops cannot be procured from the Government, for the pro- 
tection of the frontier, 1 shall not hesitate to urge expenditures 
by the State for this purpose. The people of that region, have’ 
already suffered with a patience and fortitude truly commendable. 
They are a bulwark to the older settled portions of the country, 
and if they give way, and are broken up in their homes, the loss 
of life and property, so long borne by them, will fall upon sec- 
tions now enjoying peace and prosperity. 

The prompt and efficient administration of the laws, 
their enforcement, and the protection of the life, liberty 
and property of the citizen; due obedience to the Constitution 
anl Laws of the General Government, with a firm and just 
maintenance of the rights of the State; an early redemption of 
liabilities already incurred, contracting no new ones, without 
-making adequate provision for their payment, with an endeavor 
to place the credit of the State at the highest possible standard ; 
reforms in the laws, regulating the assessment and collection 
of taxes, so as to place the burthens of taxation equally upon the 
people ; retrenchment in the expenditure of the public money in 
every branch of the Government, where it can be done with 
propriety ; requiring the interest due the Schoo! Fund to be 
paid, with as much leniency to Railroad Companies as a prudent 
regard for the fund, and the general interest. of the country, will 
allow; the re-organization of the common school system, and 
the establishment of a State University, at the earliest period 
eompatible with the depressed financial condition.of our affairs ; 
liberal encouragement to internal improvements ; fostering the 
charitable institutions, provided for the alleviation of the suf- 
fering, and the improvement of the afflicted and unfortunate 
portion of our population ; an earnest desire to assuage party 
rancor engendered by political differences, and to promote hbar- 
mony and good feeling among the people ; and a determination 
to satisfy the authorities of the General Government, that: the 
people of Texas are loyally disposed, earnestly desirous of an 
early restoration, and worthy of it on just and liberal terms; 
animated by such sentiments, I shall endeavor to conduct the 
affairs of the Government so as to promote the happiness and 
general welfare of the people in every section of the State. 

It is known to my fellow-citizens, that I was opposed 
to the secession of the Southern States from the Federal Union, 
and exerted what influence I had to prevent it, and, as a delegate 
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in the Convention of 1861, voted against the Ordinance which 
declared the separation. It would be a useless edhsumption of 
time to enumerate the reasons that impelled me to.this course. 
Devoted as I was, and still am, to that Government which the 
blood of my ancestors had contributed to rear, for the protection 
ef the rights of man, and accustomed, from earliest boyhood, 
to look upon the Flag of the Union as the proudest symbol of 
freedom, I turned, with horror, from the bloody vision of civil 
war that crowded on ‘my sight, But while I regarded secession 
as impolitic and ruinous, I looked with scar cely less dread "upon 
that doctrine which asserted an undefined and unlimited power in 
the General Government to use its military force against the States 
ofthe Union When the appeal to arms, was made, however, I pur- 
sued what seemed to me the path of duty. I followed the fortunes 
of a majority of my fellow-citizens, and shared with them the fate 
of the conflict. Others, who entertained sentiments similar to 
my own, took different views of their duty. I accord to them, 
motives as pure and pacha, for their action, as I claim for 
myself. Now, that the contest is over, I have felt it to be the 
most sacred duty of patriotism, to labor in restoring peace and 
harmony to an afflicted and suffering country. The people of 
this State are alike impressed with this senti iment, and should it 
be the uuhappy fortune of our common countr y to continue 
estranged, I am sure it will not be the fault of Texas. 

Gentlemen of the Legislature, for the secomplishment of an 
enlightened and judicious policy of State Government, and a 
cordial restoration of our Federal relations, your carnest co-op- 
eration is confidently expected. The career of Texas has been 
eventful. She has had her days of darkness and sunshine, of 
suffering and prosperity. In all the vicissitudes of fortune she 
has borne herself proudly. ^ A long list of heroes, patriots and 
‘statesmen adorn the pages of her history. We have their wis- 
dom and example to guide us. Let us profit by their teachings, 
emulate their virtues and rival them in unselfish devotion to the 
country. 

We are to-day, gentlemen, enterng upon a new era, contribu- 
ting another ch; anter to the already checkered and remarkable his- 
tory of the State. The surroundings are uninviting—the future 
appears inauspicious. But the patriot should not despair: Let 
each one of us perform our allotted parts, with an honest and 
sincere desire to restore the country and promote its future quiet 
and good order. Moderation and forbearance on the part ^f those 
in power will have the happiest effect. If we act with 
propriety, we will be hear tily sustained by our own pec- 
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ple, and, at the same time, disarm those who would oppress us, 
and str engthen those who desire to assist us. A suffering people 
are to be relieved—a great nationis to be saved. It will require 
the loftiest patriotism, and the purest devotion to principle. An 
enlarged and liberal charity should be exercised toward those 
who way differ with us in opinion. . Great ends are to be accom- 
plished, not by vituperation, and abuse cf opponents, but by dig- 
nified appeals to reason and the nobler impulses of the heart. 

Fellow-citizens, I cannot conclude what I have to say, on 
this occasion, without ack nowledging to the people of Texas, 
the profound obligations under which I am placed by the high 
and unexpected honor conferred upon me. I know that I shall 
be unable to serve them with the ability which their situation 
demands. But nothing that energy and fidelity can supply, 
-shall be wanting, on my part, to retain the confidence so gener- 
ously bestos ed. . 

Relying upon the intelligence and patriotism of the people, 
and expecting an enlightened assistance from their chosen coun- 
sellors, invoking the aid of the Great Ruler of Nations in our 
behalf, trusting that He will incline the hearts of the American 
people aright, and finally, restore our afflicted country to perfect 
peace and prosperity, I enter upon the duties before me. 

The address being over, the Hon. T. H. Duval, Judge of the 
U.S. District Court, administered the oath of o fice to the Gov- 
ernor. 

Hou. G. W. Jones, Lientenant Governor elect, was next in- 
troduced by Hon. J. H Bell, and said: 

Senators, Representatives and Fellow Citizens : 

With but little experience in public affairs, it would be with 
exceeding diffidence that I should, in prosperous times, under- 
take to ‘perforin the duties of Lieutenant Governor. Bnt in 
view of the extraordinary circumstances surrounding us, con- 
scious that the responsibilities belonging to tbe position are 
greatly enhanced, it is with the profoundest sense of the obli- 
gations devolving upon me that I am about to accept the trust 
so generously bestowed by my fellow-citizens. 

In 1861,-our people, believing that the government of their 
fathers had not only ceased to answer the purposes of its insti- 
tution, but was about to become “destructive of these ends,” 
resolved, with a unanimity rarely equalledin revolutionary move- 
ments,- to change their form of government and to provide new 
saleg uards for “the future. In this, they thought they ‘were 
acting in the interests of liberty. They were honest and patri- 
otic. "They could have had no other motive. Doubtless, there

were some among them who thought of the “pomp and cir- 
cumstance of glorious war,’ and had dreams/of stars and 
garters. l l 
The opinion that the State had the constitutional right to 
withdraw, at pleasure, from the Union, had so generally ob- 
tamed, and ic delusion that secession would be peaceable, so 
far prevailed, that but fow thought of the consequences that 
might ensue. But few suspected that the alarm to freedom was 
the syren’s voice, luring to destruction—but few supposed that 
ihe only danger to our peculiar institution was to be encoun- 
tered in the measures then being devised for its preservation. 
True, there were among us a fow with hearts and heads no 
better than their fellow citizens, generally, but who, guided by 
different party prejudices and sympathi leg, and contemplating the 
subject from a different point of view, beheld the rcal danger, and 
sought to avert impending evil. They attempted to forewam 
their countrymen, Their "motives werd uspected—tho: r patriot- 
ism doubted, Recognizing the absolute right of tho people to 
change their form of vovernment—when that change was ac- 
tually effected is to themselves—justly distrusting their own, 
in deference to the opinions of their brethren, they yielded op- 
position, ahd gave the Southern Confederacy their earnest sup- 
port. They conguere ed party pride—a victory rarely obtained. 
Their conduct in Cabinet and field attests the purity of their 
motives, and vindicates their devotion to the South. Unfortu- 
nately there were some among them whose conduct, especially 
sin ice the close of hostilities, has been deplorable in the extreme. 
The man who adhered to the Unien during the war, may justly 
claim to have been equally honest and patriet tie with those who 
supported the Southern Confederacy. It may be that he loved 
oe the less, but more wisely. But itis difficult, nay Impossi- 
e, to conceive an apology for him, who, with hea art unmoved 
by the afflictions of ilie pe cople, now demands revolution in order 
that they may be uds to further humiliation and sorrow. 
But rroen * e past only for the lessons of wisdom 
which it affords for our future guidance, let us, in a spirit of 
fraternal accord, discard whatever remains of party pride and 
prejudice. Tempering present zm with the wisdom of experi- 
ence, let us apply ourselves to living issues, forgetting, as far as 
may ‘be, one’s self and party, in devotion to our common. coun- 
EY Invoking the spirits of our revolutionary sires, let us, on 
this solemn occasion, renew, with tpe “Goddess of Liberty, a 
the covenant consecrated by ‘their blood at Bunkers Hill and 
Yorktown,

ge nerally with the requirements of the Statutes in cases of con- 
tested elections. Bach party might properly rely upon his own 
certificate, as was done in this instance ; &nd the production of 
these certificates brings up, legally, the question : Which ‘of the 
two claimants rec eived the largest number of legal votes? In 
letermining this s question, this committee examincd the returns of 
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Bexar and Wilson counties, and found that Bexar alone gave 
Mr. Gamble a majority of votes, but that the two counties gave 
a majority to Mr. Durand. There is no objection urged to the 
returns of Bexar county ; and the material objection to ,those 
of Wilson county is, that the returns were not made to the 
Chief Justice of Bexar county within the time prescribed by 
law. The committee are of the opinion that this does noj affect 
the legality of the vote of Wilson county, and hence that Mr. 
Durand was legally elected to represent the Distrist, It is there- 
fore recommended that he be allowed to take his seat in the 
House.

The committee would further state that they have contracted 
to pay for the printing of the Inaugural addresses of the Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor, and the 1000 copies of the Constitu- 
tion and Ordinances of the Constitution, the following rates : 

One-third of a cent per page for the first 500 copies, and one- 
fourth of a cent per page for each additional 500 ‘copies, as au- 
thorized by the act regulating public printing passed by the 
Eighth Legislature.

Sir: The Select Committee appointed to ascertain the amount 
per hundred dollars of United States taxes. collected under the . 
title of Direct Tax, and also to ascertain the officers who are 
authorized by the Treasury Department of the Federal Govern- 
ment to collect and receipt for said taxes in the State of Texas, 
have the honor to report as follows : ! 

By act of Congress of August 6, 1861, there was levied upon 
the several States of the United States the sum of twenty mil- 
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‘lions of dollars. Of this sum, the amount apportioned to the 
State of Texas was $365,100 662. It was also enacted that 
this tax should be assessed on the returns of real estate made 
for the year 1860. The same act of Congress imposes penalty, 
interests and costs for neglect or refusal to pay. 

' The commissioners, three in number, appointed by the United 
States Treasury Department to collect this tax in Texas, made 
an assessment of twenty-eight cents on the one hundred dollars 
to cover the tax, and of thirty-two cents on the one hundred 
dollars to cover the penalty, interest and costs ; in all, of sixty 
cents on the one hundred dollars on the real property of the 
citizens of Texas ; and they proceeded to collect the same, to- 
Wit : sixty or sixty-one cents on the one hundred dollars. Sub- 
sequently, in obedience to instructions from the Treasury De- 
partment, the collection of the interest, penalty and cost was 
suspended. E 

Pending the collection of the tax, conflicting orders and notices 
were issued by different parties claiming to'be commissioners of 
the Direct Tax, and each denying the authority of the other. | 
Persons claiming to be duly appointed and authorized collectors, ` ` 
demanded immediate payments on the tax on penalty of forfeiture 
. ef the property on which the tax was levied ; at the same time, 
these persons were denounced by others as rogues and swindlers, 
and as utterly unauthorized to rsceive or receipt for the tax, An 
additional tax of fourteen cents on the one hundred dollars was 
demanded of those who already held receipts, by one party, A. J. 
Coleman, claiming to be a commissioner ; his authority was de- 
nied, and denounced by another commissioner. Im this conflict, 
the people knew not to whom or how much to pay—ready as 
they were to acquit themselves of this duty. 

In the investigation of this subject, your committee applied 
for information to the President of the Tax Commission, in this 
city, Dr. Robert K. Smith. His statement of facts and list of 
authorized collectors and clerks is hereto appended. 

Your committee sum up the facts, as follows: There is col- 
lectable, as Direct Tax, twenty-eight cents on the one hundred 
dollars, and no more, on the real estate returns for 1860. Where. 
penalty, interest and costs have been paid,-they are not refunded 
under the present orders of the Treasury Department. The ad- 
ditional fourteen cents per one hundred dollars imposed by A. J. 
Coleman, is unwarranted and illegal, and, where collected, should 
be refunded. No person, except those named in the list hereto 
appended, can of right demand or receipt for the payment of 
the U. S. Direct Tax. Any other persons, as for example: An- 
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drews, Douglas, Scott and Patton, demanding and receiving this 
tax, are guilty of an offence against law, and are subject to ar- 
rest and trial by the civil tribunals cf the State. And, in the 
opinion of your committee, it is the duty of every good citizen 
to cause to be arrested and delivered for trial to the civil tribu- 
nals, all persons who shall, under false pretences, swindle, or at- 
tempt, to swindle, the public.

Tne law authorizing the appointment of U. S. Direct Tax 
Commissioners, is the act of June 7, 1862. 

The Act of March 3, 1865, an amendment thereto, enacts, 
section 3, “That a majority of a board of Tax Commission- 
ers shall have full authority to transact all business, and to per- 
form all duties required by law to be performed by such board; 
and no proceedings of any board of Tax Commissioners shall be 
void or invalid, in consequence of the absence of any one of 
said Commissioners." i 

By law, three Tax Commissioners constitute a Board, and 
the full Board, as it now exists in Texas, in*the.order of the ac- 
ceptance of their bonds, consists of the foliowing members: 
Robert K. Smith, Albert H. Latimer and Andrew J. Coleman. 

I have quoted the 3d section of the act March 3, 1865, te 
show that no authority for the performance of any official act ` 
is vested in any one of the said Board, unless it be with the 
concurrence of one of hjs colleagues. No clerk, no collecting 
agent, or other officer, can be appointed and have authority with- 
out they be given by a majority of the Board, and no other act 
of any kind is official, or of authority, unless it be the offspring 
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of such majority, and is certified from the office of the Presi- 
dent. This last condition is in obedience to a rule passed unani- 
mously by a full Board of Commissioners. 

The laws further enact that collecting clerks shall be bonded 
officers, that their bonds shall be approved by the Board, and by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, before they can have proper au- 
thority. > 

I have hereunto annexed extracts from the proceedings of the 

Board, with a list of the collecting clerks legally empowered. 

Andrews, Douglass, Scott and Patton, representing themselves 

. to be in the service of the U. S. Direct Tax Conmisśion, have 
no connection with it whatever. The two first were employea, 
but dismissed for total unfitness. Scott was the office clerk of 
Mr. Coleman, appointed by him, approved by me, and arrested 
by Coleman for an attempt to embezzle funds he had illegally 
collected. Mr.’ Patton is the appointee of Mr. Coleman, not 
confirmed, and whose bonds, if they have been given, have never 
been approved, either here or in Washington. No clerk, there- 
fore, Whose name is not to be found on the list herewith furnished 
your committee, has authority to collect the U. S. Direct Tax 
in the State of Texas. E 

The tax proper fixed by the Board, is twenty-eight cents on 
one hundred dollars. Instruciions have been received from the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue not to collect the penalty, in- 
teres*, and costs; but not to return to tax payers any such pen- 
-alty, interest and costs heretofore collected, until further and ' 
special instructions be given to that effect from his office. An 
order was issu-d by Mr. Coleman, upon his individual responsi- 
bility, that 14 per cent. additional would be charged and col- 
lected on the real estate of Texas. This action was unknown 
to either of his colleagues, and was without their sanction. Upon 
seeing such an order, I transmitted it to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue with my remarks, and by Sunday morning's 
mail a reply was received, stating that Coleman bad been or- 
dered to refund the 14 per cent. thus illegally collected. The 
tax payable to the collectors, as now fixed, is twenty-eight cents 
on one hundred dollars, and no more. MF 

All the misunderstanding, uncertainty and apparent conflict 
of authority that has arisen in regard to this Board, is the result 
of the extraordinary conduct of one of the commissioners, 
Mr. Andrew J. Coleman, an officer, whois continually performing 
illegal and unofficial acts, which it is not in the power of his col- 
leagues to control. 

He has es official orders ;-he has appointed pre- 

H. J.— SIG. 
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tended clerks ; he has collected through such irresponsible pre- 
tended clerks, money from the people of Texas ; he has refused 
to account to Mr. F. W. Bead, the cashier of the Board, for any 
such funds so collected ; he has assumed, upon his own respon- 
sibility, to run a braneh 'of the commission in violation of all 
law, and without consultation with, or the consent of either of . 
nis colleagues. All money collected by these pretended, agents 
of the commission, sent abroad by Mr. Coleman since the Ist of 
May last, has been illegally taken from the people, without au- 
thority of law, or of the Board, and has been paid at the risk of 
the tax payer. . 

It has been no fault of mine that the people of Texas have 
been misled by these men, who have imposed upon their credu- 
lity. I have taken every opportunity to inform and to caution 
them. Long since I have presented the whole State of affairs 
officially aud plainly to the authorities at Washington, and have 
been waiting hopefully for some action that will protect the peo- 
ple and the “honor of the Commission. 

I have been so earnest in my efforts to correct all false impres- 
sions, all irregularities, and to enlighten the people upon the time 
state of affairs, that I have been the object of assault, of the 
malice and the slander of the two disreputable, dismissed 
clerks, (Douglass and Andrews.) When such menare known, 
their poison is harmless ; but I deem it proper here to say, that 
their vulgar tirades are unworthy attention, other than to caution 
innocent people against them. 

People residing in the District under the supervision of Mr. 
Coleman, need be under no apprehension about a forfeiture of 
their lands. No legal notice has yet been issued, exceptin Gal- 
veston and the counties allotted to Maj. Chase and Mr. Wood- 
man,

To A. J. Hamilton, Provisional Governor of the State of Texas: 

Sır: Ideem it my duty to report to your Excellency the 
amortnt and character of the business transacted in the Gene: ul 
Land Office during theexistence of the Provisional Government, 
and the condition of that office when I entered on the duties of 
Commissioner. 

"Under your appointment, I took charge of that department 
on the first day of September last, and with a Chief Clerk, one 
Assistant Clerk, three Draftsmen and a Spanish Clerk, I have 
been able to transact all the business called for. I found the 
archives of the office in a fair state of preservation, and so far as 
I have been able to ascertain, but few files or documents were - 
missing; and in safe, $19,496 75 in Confederate money; $690 87 
interest bearing Treasury Warrants, under act of Feb. 3, 1860, 
and $2,937 51 interest bearing warrants, under act of Feb. 8, 
1861, and $230 00 non-interest bearing treasury notes. 
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The frequent requests made by persons to have amounts of 
. bill for duty and fees of office charged to specie balances stand- 
ing to their credit-in the account books of the office, render it 
necessary to invite your attention to the subject, and through 
you that of the Legislature. 

The committee appointed by you to inquire into the condi- 
tion of the Departments of the Government, seemed to regard 
the disappearance of the specie deposits from the Land Office 
as a question only between the depositor and the Commissioner, 
and not one in which the State was interested, and for this 
reason, probably, no action with reference to it was taken at the 
time. The committee were right, so far as the general deposits, 
which amounted to upwards of $3,000 00, are concerned, but 
they must have overlooked the laws which govern settlers’ and 
pre-emption claims, which required payments for them to be 
made to the Commissioner of the General Land Office within a 
specified time, and payments so made must be so garded as 
valid against the State. There are more than one hundred of 
these claims yet unpatented, and for payment of which upwards 
of $5,000 00 in coin were deposited, as required by law, but 
not one dollar of which was turned over to me, to be applied to 
the purposes intended by the depositors. 

With the advice of the Attorney General, I patented some of 
these claims without repayment, but I doubt the propriety of 
continuing to do so, without legislative action on the subject, 
inasmuch as the books of the office. represent that most of the 
money was withdrawn by the depositors, and if they really did 
so, they ought to be required to refund it before patents should 
issue to them; or if the officials of the Land Office used for 
their own benefit funds entrusted to them for a special purpose, 
they ought, at least, be required to replace it. As the maite: _ 
now stands, the State will lose both land and money, unless the 
Legislature will take the steps necessary to secure to the State 
the interest involved. The cash accounts of the office represent 
the coin as exhausted by the exchange of specie for Confederate 
Notes, by payments made to the Treasury, and withdrawn by 
depositors. The amount so disposed of from March 1, 1864, to 
May 24, 1865, was $7,280 68 in specie, and upwards of $4,- 
100 00 1n State Treasury Warrants. 

With regard to the payments said to have been made to the 
Treasury during that period, it may be remarked that the Comp- 
troller Warrants and Treasury Receipts on file, show that Con- 
federate money only was paid into the Treasury, and further re- 
marked that the books of the office show that several of the

Those that were allowed to withdraw their specie in this man- 
ner, or to replace it with Confederate money years after their pa- 
tents had been issued, were certainly à privileged class, and were 
more fortunate in that respect than many of their fellow-citi- 
zens. 

It may þe also remarked that many deny having withdrawn 
their deposits, or having authorized any other person to do so; 
among whom may be mentioned Patrick Guenulty, J. H. Ayens- 
worth, W. 'T. Barton and M. L. Daker. 

A sense of duty as an officer constrains me to bring this mat- 
ter to your notice, that you may submit it to the Legislature for 
their action. 

Up to this date I have issued one hundred and forty-niue 
patents, absorbing, in the aggregate, seventy-two thousand six 
hundred and bwenty -one acres, and have received the following 
amounts in U.S. currency —$2, 191 63; and in specie $140 30, 
of which $819 00 in currency, and $23 00 in specie, was re- 
ceived for patent fees; for office fees, $653 00 in currency, and 
$37 30 in specie; for Government dues, $179 13 in currency; for 
séttlers’ claims, $80 00 in currency, and $80 in specie; for pre- 
emption claims, $40 00 in currency; for said serip, $400 00 in 
currency, and: for the sale of public domain, $20 50 in currency, 
all of which has been paid by me into the State Treasury.

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officers of the State in speeie, and a few of district judges and 
. attorneys have not received their pay ; and as a question arises 
as to the propriety of paying out money now without an appro- 
priation, it is respectfully suggested that an act be passed at 
once that will reiieve the officers of all doubt, &c. 

The officers who live remotely, and have not been able to draw 
their pay, in my judgment, should fareas well as those who have 
been more favorably situated.

MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR THROCKMORTON. 


EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
AUSTIN, Aug. 18, 1866. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 


In view ofall the circumstances constituting the history of 
our country for the last five years, the people of Texas have 
abundant cause to congratulate themselves, that, while other 
States have been sorely scourged, they have escaped the terri- 
ble realities of war, and have been spared the actual suffering 
inflicted by invading armies. Especially should we be thankful 
to the Giver of every good and perfect gift that, during a period 
of anarchy, when large armies were disbanding in our midst, 
composed, in part of thousands who were not citizens, un- 
restrained by any authority whatever, without an organized gov- 
ernment of any kind for months, so much good order and quiet 
should have prevailed among all classes, and, after the most ex- 
traordinary sacrifices of lifé and property, with the utter prostra- 
tion of the industria! energies of the country, that, within so 
brief a period, attended with such universal despondency, such 
evidences of general prosperity should obtain as are now to be 
seen throughout the State. 

It is the highest proof that a people can give of their virtue, 
intelligence and devotion tolaw and order. After the disband- 
ment of the Confederate army there were hundreds of persons, 
composed of citizens of other States, as well as our own, who 
were prone to every vice attendant upon a licentious -and unre- 
strained soldiery, demoralized by scenes of bloodshed, plunder 
and a want of discipline. These lawless characters inaugurated 
a system of indiscriminate pillage truly alarming, and which, in 
many instances, resulted in great loss, both to the State and to 
individuals. Happily for the country, the timely return of our 
historic soldiers to their homes soon put a stop to these disgrace- ` 
ful scenes. It is true that violations of the law have continued 
to: be not unfrequent, but it is equally true that such violations 
have not, perhaps, been more frequent than have occurred in other 
States with regular government. 

In communicating this, my first regular message to the Legis- 
lature, I regret the want of time necessary to a thorough and 
complete investigation of all the affairs of the State, so long 
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neglected, and which require so much careful consideration. I 
shall have to content myself with calling your attention to the 
more prominent and pressing wants of the State, and submit the 
information I have been able to obtain, with such suggestions as 
appear to me to be proper. 


EDUCATION. 


The Constitution requires the Legislature to make suitable 
provisions for the support and maintenance of Public Schools, 

making it obligatory, as early as pract/^able, to establish a sys- 
tem of Free Schools ‘throughout the Siate. An ample amount 
of the public domain has been sot aside, together with one-half 
of the proceeds arising from the sale of all lands, as a basis for a 
perpetual school fund. The fourth section of the tenth article : 
of the Constitution says: ‘‘ The Legislature shall provide, from 
time to time, for the sale of lands belonging to the perpetual 
school fund, upon such time and terms as it may deem proper. 
As it is of the. greatest importance to get the system to work at 
the earliest practicable period, and as it cannot be done, except 
by using the interest as it accrues on the principal of the fund 
inv ested, or by resorting to taxation, it becomes a question for 
you to determine whether or not laws should be enacted at this 
session to carry into effect this requirement. 

These lands should not be forced into market in large amounts, 
and only such as are most likely to command reasongbly fair 
prices. 

It is not presumable that there will be any considerable de- 

mand for them for some time yet to come. But it may be well 
that a law should be passed placing a fair price upon the alter- 
nate sections, the field notes of which are in the General Land 
Office, allowing parties to purchase quarter sections, or even less 
amounts—say ‘eighty or forty acres. | 

The sixth section of the same article of the Constitution places 
the lands heretofore granted to the counties for educational pur- 
poses under the control of the Legislature. I would respectfully 
suggest the enactment of a law that will authorize the sale of 
these lands. Leaving each county to determine the time of 
bringing its lands into market, and the amount to be sold from 
time to time ; requiring the counties, before offering to sell, to 
sectionize and subdivide the sections proposed to “be sold, and 
depositing the maps, plats, and field- notes, or certified: copies 
thereof, in the General Land Office. And as the interest accru- 
ing from the principal of the School Fund invested can alone be 
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used, the Legislature should direct in what kind of interest bear- 
ing stocks or bonds the proceeds arising from the sale of the 
school lànds shall be invested. mE 

The second section of “an ordinance securing the Common 
School and University Funds. and for other purposes," requires 
* that all the five per cent. United States bonds and coupons 
transferred from the School Fund since January 28, 1861, that 
are in the possession of, or may be recovered by the State, shall 
be secured to said fund." Whatever amount of these bonds 
that have been, or may be recovered should be sold, and the pro- 
ceeds either placed in the general fund of the State, subject to 
appropriation, and replaced to the credit of the fund in interest 
` bonds of the State, or other interest bearing stocks. 

There are six per cent. bonds of the State in the Treasury to 
the amount of $320,367 13, also ten per cent. State warrants 
amounting to, $11,239 71, and non-inferest State warrants to 
the amount of $8,23127, that belong to the school fund, and 
were placed to its credit, in lieu of other means transferredto 
the State Hevenue account by authority of law. 

Under the third section of the Ordinance already referred to, 
the Legislature is prohibited from assuming or providing for 
the payment of any liability of the State to the school fund 
not therein enumerated. It will be necessary, therefore, for your 
honorable body to provide for the cancellation of the bonds and 
warrants alluded to. 

By an act of January 11th, 1862, $550,000 00 United States 
bonds, and matured coupons to the amount of, $37,175 00, were 
transferred from the school fund to the State revenue account. 
Of these bonds, $112,000 00,.and matured coupons amounting 
to $24,875 00, were turned over to the Provisional Government. 
The State is indebted to the school fund for $50,500 00 of this 
amount collected from the General Government and paid into 
the State Treasury, leaving $62,000 00 unpaid, now deposited in 
the Treasury of the United States. 

In compliance, therefore, with the Ordinance before referred to, 
interest bearing bonds of the State, or other stocks, should be 
placed in the Treasury to the credit of the fund, corresponding - 
in amount to the funds already, or that may be hereatter col- 
lected. I ask your attention to this subject. 

There is also in the Treasury, due theschool fund, $1,753,317 
interest bearing bonds of railroad companies, with interest due 
upon said bonds up to March 1, 1866, amounting to $900,209 89. 
Iam unable to form an opinion as to the probability of the 
qayment of this interest. 
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I would suggest a thorough scrutiny into the condition of the 
companies in debt to the school fund, with such action as will 
be most likely to secure the fund from loss. I would advi ise, 
however, a liberal and indulgent course, believing that rigid 
measures would be more likely to defeat than accomplish the 
object desired. The companies, like individuals, suffered much 
pecuniary loss during the war. Their roads were used by the 
Government, and when compensated at all, it was in depreciated - 
currency, that finally died on their hands. In the meantime, the 
iron was wearing out, cross-ties rotting, road-beds giving way and 
rolling stock becoming worn and useless, By no fault of theirs, 
perhaps, they have failed to comply with their obligations; 
when they were entered into, the country was enjoying profound 
peace—an unforseen war and its disasters have preverted them 
from complying with obligations which would otherwise have 
been easy of fulfillment. 

Of available means in the Treasury belonging to this fund, 
there is, specie $507 60, and non-interest bearing United States 
currency, $19,263 06. 'I would recommend the investment of 
these sums in State or General Government securities. If 
invested in State bonds the money should be transferred to State 
revenue account. It is made the duty of the Governor, with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint a superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction. This is an important office, aud 
absolutely necessary to the successful establishment and working 
of a common: school system. I would recommend the passage 
of a law defining and prescribing the duties of such officer, and 
providing the necessary appropriation to carry the same into 
effect. 


UNIVERSITY FUND. 


I invite your attention to an ordinance, which requires coupon 
bonds of the State to be placed to the credit of the University 
Fund, in lieu of the United States bonds belonging to this fund 
which were transferred by act of the Legislature of January 31, 
1860, to State revenue account, and suggest the necessary action 
on yonr part to effect the intention of the ordinance. The 
amount of bonds and interest due at the time of transfer was 
$109,472 26, which will require corresponding amount of State 
bonds. 

Under a law approved August 30th, 1856, the fifty leagues of 
University lands were sectionized, and 58, 593 acres were sold, at 
an average price of $3 341 per acre. I would invite your atten- 
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tion to the law referred to, and to the report of the commissioner, 
John Henry Brown, in relation to the sale of the lands. The 
law needs. some amendments, and I desire the Legislature to 
consider the necessity of making further sales, from time to time, 
as the lands are likely to command fair prices. It is my opinion 
that the sales of marketable quarter sections, selling alternately, 
should be continued. 

There has been paid into the Treasury, on account of sales of 
University lands, $126,942 90, and there remains yet unpaid as 
principal, $70,230 92. The amount of interest paid up to April 
18th, 1865, was $49,924 42, and theapproximateinterest due up 
to the year 1878 is $55,888 86. 

In the event that the sale of these lands is continued, I would 
suggest the propriety of investing the proceeds in interest bear- 
ing stocks of the State, or the General Government. 

I would ask your attention to an apparent conflict between 
the eighth section of the tenth article of the Constitution, and 
the ordinance in relation to the School and University funds. 
The first would seem to imply that the State is liable to this 
fund for all monies heretofore set apart to it, and subsequently 
transferred to other accounts, and replaced by Comptroller's cer- 
tificates of State indebtedness. The ordinance prohibits the 
Legislature from providing ‘for the payment of any claim or 
pretended liability of the State to said fund, not enumerated” 
therein. 

If the latter prevails, the $10,300 41 of Comptroller’s certifi- 
- cates of indebtedness, deposited to credit of University fund, 
and the $12,230 39 ten per cent. State warrants, must be can- 
celled, and your honorable body should so direct. 


INTERNAL IMPROVEN ENTS. 


In the absence of information, I am unable to make any sug- 
gestions in regard to the condition of the railroad companies of 
the State. Should any reports be made, during your session, I 
will lay them before you for consideration. - 

In view of the important changes contemplated by the thirty- 
sixth section of the seventh article of the Constitution in our 
railroad system, it becomes a question of the gravest moment 
to consider what plan of Internal Improvements shall be adopt- 
ed by the State. Iamclearly of opinion that the system heretofore 
adopted of lending the school fund, under the restrictions con- 
templated by the law, if not the speediest mode of securing suc- 
cess, was judicious, and had it not been for the intervention of 
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the war, would have secured to the school fund a safe investment, 
and to the people a certainty of success in the completion of all 
the railroads necessary to the wants of the country. 

The system adopted was weakened by the indiscriminate grant- 
ing of charters, instead of confining the loan to a few main lines 
until they were completed, and then adopting others, and rigidly 
adhering to such line of policy as would have given str ength and 
permanency to the plan. 

] am not sure that it is wise policy to abandon the loan Sys- 
tem; but asit appears that the people are in favor of another 
plan, and that it is not safe to invest the school fund in the 
bonds of railroad companies, it becomes us to address ourselves ` 
to the important question in sober earnestness; not for the 
purpose of securing the success of local projects, but with a 
view to adopt some plan, permanent in its character, and 
which will give confidence to the country, and encourage capital 
toinvest among us. lam tree to confess that my own reflec- 
tions are not well matured; but, if it is intended that the State 
shall guarantee the bonds of railroad companies, at the rate of 
$15, 000 00 or less per mile, a few prominent lines, that pene- 
trate the populous and wealthy portions of the State, should be 
selected as objects of State aid, and these lines should receive 
all the support and aid of the State until completed, or such 
length of lines finished as will insure completion, . 

The actual and: pressing. wants of. every section of the State 
require that the Legislature should maturely consider the ques- 
. tion, and devise such a system as will give confidence to capital, 
secure the great object in view, and, at the same time, guard 
against extravagant and visionary applications of the credit and 
funds of the State. 

I feel it my duty to urge upon the Legislature the impropriety 


ef granting, indiscriminately, railroad charters. Much harmhas ^ 


already resulted, from this policy. I have been, perhaps, as 
much to blame for it as any one, but experience has taught me 
the folly of sucha course. Doubtless some of the old. companies 
will apply for relief, and ask longer time fora compliance with 
previous requirements.. To such companies as have, in good 
faith, endeavored to build their roads, and expended much 
means, &liberal policy should be extended, I apprehend, in 
some cases, it may be necessary, in granting relief, to protect the 
rights and interests of stockholders who have paid their stock, 


but who have been excluded, by not being able to be: present at s 


the meetings of stockholders and directors when their interests 
were disposed of, 
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FINANCE, 


There has been received into the State Treasury from all 
sources from October 13th, 1865, to June 30th, 1866, specie, 
$79,950 21; bank bills 343,00; non-interest United States 
currency $204,977 13.. U. S. currency, bearing interest, 
$910 00; making a total of available funds of all kinds, $255,- 
s50 34. . ; oo 

The expenditures for the same period have been, $195,851 79. 
Of this amount $48,551.01 was specie, and $147,300 78 
currency. 

I would invite your attention to the report of Geo. C. Rives, 
acting Provisional Comptroller of Public Accounts. The report 
is full'and satisfactory as to the operations of the fiscal affairs of 
the State during the term of the Provisional Government. I 
would also request a careful consideration of the suggestions con- 
tained in the communication of W. L. Robards, the present 
Comptroller. As a matter of course the brief time allowed has 
not permitted that officer to do more than touch upon the most 
important subjects I concur with him in the view that changes 
should be made in our tax laws, and urge upon your favorable 
consideration the views suggested by him. I fully concur with him 
that the assessments should be: made according to the specie 
value of, property, and the collections in coin, or in currency at 
its specie value. There is no other system that will work equally 
to the State. Under the present mode of assessing in specie and 
collecting in currency at its face value the State revenue is 
greatly the sufferer. It is impossible for the accounting officers ` 
to make accurate estimates of the anticipated receipts and ex- 
penditures of the government. The Legislature should regulate 
this by law, so that the monetary affairs of the government shall 
be on a specie basis. 

The Comptroller should be empowered to dismiss incompetent 
and derelict assessors and collectors, and should be required to 
enforce this regulation rigidly upon a failure to make return of 
rolls, and monies collected at the time required by law. In addi- 
tion to this it should be a penal offence to fail to pay over money 
when due. . 

The mileage allowed the assessors for traveling to and from 
the capital, when they make their final settlements, is not suffi- 
cient, and should be increased. The tax upon professions yields 
a very small sum to the revenue ; it operates oppressively and un- 
equally upon many who can ill afford to bear it; I trust you 
will abolish it, and in lieu of it require tax upon incomes above 
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a certain amount. Such tax should be moderate, and graduated 
so as to increase in proportion to the amount of the income. 


FRONTIER PROTECTION. 


Information is being received daily of Indian depredations. 
Their ravages are more serious than has been the case for years. 
Formerly they only appeared: in the settlements in the night, 
and used every precaution to keep their movements from being 
discovered; but, for the last several months, they have appeared 
in considerable numbers, along the entire line of fronticr coun- 
ties in open day, traveling roads and fr equented thoroughfares, 
approaching into the very streets of the frontier county towns, ma- 
king no efforts at concealment. The loss of life has been alarming, 
and quite a number of children have been carried into captivity, 
and our defenceless women have been violated in the most shocking 
manner, and afterwaras horribly murdered. One white woman 
“and one negro woman captured, were subjected to every species 
of outrage, and then reserved for a life of helpless misery and 
wretchedness too terrible tor contemplation. From information 
derived from the Agency at Fort Arbuckle, I have reason to be- 
lieve that these unfortunate captives, and three white children, 
have been recovered by an Indian trader. Your honorable body 
should appropriate a sum of money—perhaps $2,500 will 
be sufficient, to redeern these prisoners. I do not desire to set a 
precedent of paying for prisoners, and shall urge upon the Gov- 
ernment stringent treaty regulations, requiring prisoners to be 
given up without pay, and making it a cause of an extermina- 
ting war, for any tribe to have captives or violate treaties entered 
into. But as these unfortunate people of our own State have al- 
ready been relieved by the humanity of astranger, and asit may be 
in his power to afford further relief, I feel that we should, at least, 
ascertain truly what amount he has advanced, and return it to 
him, Besides these cases, I know of much trouble, and some 
expense incurred, by a citizen of Texas, who, while endeavoring 
to recover his own child, recovered a little German girl, that was 
captured near Fredericksburg. 

I have already opened a correspondence with General Wright, 
commanding United States forces in this State, and asked of 
him that the frontier be at once protected. I shall continue to 
urge this upon every officer, to whom it is proper to apply, until 
we get relief. In the meantime, it may not be improper that 
you should devise some means by which we can protect the fron- 
tier ourselves, in the event of a failure to get the necessary assis- 
tence from the Government, I believe the plan adopted by the 
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Legislature in 1864 is the best policy that can be devised. Jt 
will require some amendments, but the general plan is good, and 
will be less expensive, perhaps, than any other. Notwithstand- 
ing we are exceedingly poor, and must pay heavy taxes for some 
time to come, yet money should not weigh against the blood and 
lives of our people. The frontier line is rapidly receding; it 
will require prompt and vigorous action to keep the line where 
it now is. Although the frontier is sparsely populated, yet the 
people pay heavy taxes. But few persons realize the wealth of 
that region. It is the surest, and one of the greatest sources or 
wealth in the State. The assessment rolls show, in Montague 
county, which has only about one hundred votes, stock cattle to 
the number of 50,000. This is only a fair sample of the 
vast and unlimited wealth invested in this species of prop- 
erty along the whole frontier border. None but the most 
determined and resolute people on earth could have withstood, 
so long, the sufferings and dangers to which they have been 
subjected. ` Recent reliable information satisnes me that thou- 
sands of cattle and horses are being driven off continually by a 
few bad white men and Mexicans, connected with the Indians, 
to New Mexico, the Western Rio Grande, United States posts 
and into Mexico. In connection with the question of frontier 
defence, I would respectfully suggest to your consideration, the 
propriety of selling to the United States the country lying 
North of Red River, to be used for Indian purposes; stip- 
ulating for the establishment of a line of military posts, to 
be agreed upon by the officers commanding in this- De- 
partment, and the Executive of the State; also, as part con- 
sideration, stipulate with the Government for indemnity to our 
people for losses sustained on account of the Indians. 


TONKAWA INDIANS. 


These Indians have always been faithful and true to Texas. 
At the beginning of the war they, with other Texas tribes, were 
living at the United States Indian Agency, near Fort Cobb. | 
Some of the other bands combined against the Tonkawas, and 
& tercible conflict ensued, in which these people lost their gallant 
old chief Placidor, and more than one-half of their entire num- 
ber. Sometime afterward they fled to Texas for refuge. Since 
their return they have been supported by the people and the 
State Government. At this time they are supplied with 
rations of beef and bread by the General Government. The 
people of Texas owe this unfortunate remnant of a once power-

ful tribe a debt of gratitude for their long and unswerving fidel- 
ity, not easily paid. They number now only about one hundred 
and fifty seuls. I would recommend that the State authorize 
the appointment of an agent, who shall take charge of, and set- 
tle them upon lands, to be relinquished to them and their de- 
scendants, as long as they will remain upon it, that may be 
suitable for grazing and agricultural purposes. And I would 
ask an appropriation of six or seven thousand dollars. to be ex- 
‘pended within the next two years, in furnishing blankets and 
clothing, a small lot of farming utensils, and the breaking up of 
a small amount of land for cultivation. I have been informed 
that if the State will give them a home and clothing, &c., that 
the General Government will feed them. These people are good 
warriors, and the best guides and scouts that can be found. If 
ther e loeuted permanently, near a United States post, on 
the frontier, they would be of great service. | 


UNITED STATES BONDS. 


[ transmit herewith a letter of instruction from the Provis- 
ional Governor to Mr. Morgan C. Hamilton, together with the 
correspondence of that gentleman with various parties in Eng- 
land upon the subject of the United States Indemnity Bonds 
and coupons placed by the Military Board in the hands of John 
M. Swisher & Co., on the 11th of April, 1862, for the purchase 
of arms, &c., for the State. For a full and complete history of — 
this whole transaction, reference is made to the contract of 
Swisher & Oo., their report and papers accompanying the same, 
also the report of Hon. E. M. Pease and others appointed by the 
Provisional Governor, to investigate the condition of the Military 
Board and public offices, as well as the very ample instructions 
given to Mr. Hamilton, his correspondence with the parties who 
resist the claim of Texas, and his feport to the Provisional Gov- 
ernor. 

I have not had the time to examine fully the question, and 
am unprepared to suggest what course shonld be adopted by 
'll'exas to protect her interest, but agree with the suggestion of 
Mr. Hamilton, that perhaps the best policy would be to ask the 
General Government to cancel the bonds and indemnify the 
State. The accounting officers of the United States Treasury, 
at the urgent request of the Provisional authorities, have refused 
to pay them for the present. I am fully satisfied that Mr. Ham- 
ilton discharged the trust confided to him with zeal and ability, 
and strictly guarded the interests of the State. It will be seen- 
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from his report that a debt was contracted of £36 4-8. with the 
solicitors employed to assist him. This amount should be ap- 
propriated and authority be conferred to settle it. There should 
also be a settlement of the accounts of Swisher & Co., aa it ap- 
pears from papers connected therewith, that coupons to the 
" amount of $19,675. 00 were sold by them. In addition to this 
sum, Swisher received $2,000 00 in specie to bear his expenses, 
` &c., to Europe. As Swisher & Co. were not to blame for the 
failure of the trip, it is proper that they should be allowed a fair 
compensation for their services. Your attention is directed to 
the report of the commissioner appointed by (Xovernor Hamilton, 
heretofore referrel to, in regard to $156,275 00 bonds and cou- 
pons turned over under contract of the Military Board to White 
& Chiles, and for which the State received nothing in return. `I 
understand that some of these bonds have been paid off by the 
Treasury of the United States, but that the great bulk of them 
is unpaid, and any further payment suspended. The terms of 
the contract under which these bonds were placed in the hands 
of White & Chiles, were certainly very singular, and would in- 
dicate any thing but a just transaction. Be this however as it 
may, some steps should be taken to protect the interests of the 
State in regard thereto, and I ask such action as the Legislature 
may deem proper. m ys : 

General E, B. Nichols received from the old Military Board 
matured coupons to the amount of $12,450, which he was. 
to sell and account for. Upon receiving the coupons he advanced 
the State $1000 in specie. The coupons were sent to Europe 
for sale, but not sold, and I understand Mr. Nichols proposes to 
return the bonds upon payment of the advance made by him. 
There are other transactions of the Military Board in regard to 
the bonds that will require investigation at your hands, as well 
as the operations of other public officers, which I have not had 
time to thoroughly investigate. It will be seen by reference to 
the report of the Provisional Attorney-Gegeral that suit has been 
instituted against Gen. Nichols for the amount of the coupons, 
ard for a large amount alleged to be due from him for cotton, 
which passed through his hands as State agent. It is proper 
that these things should be carefully investigated, and such laws 
be enacted as may be necessary to- secure the interests of the 
State. 


J. IMMIGRATION. 


he subject of labor is one of vast importance to our people, 
and there is scarcely any other that will engage your attention 
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of more interest to the people, or one calculated to havea greater 
influence upon the future prosperity of the country. The pro- 
curement of foreign laborers seems to offer the surest means of 
obtaining the labor necessary to the actual wants of our people. 
Commercial companies have already been formed, and are in 
process of formation, with a view to proper action upon this 
subject. I would recommend that laws should be passed, carry- 
ing out the objects of the ordinance “‘ Authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a Commissioner of Statistics, for the promotion of immi- 
gration.” Ilow this is best to be accomplished, your honorable 
body will determine. To make the experiment successful, an 
intelligent commissioner should be appointed, with such assist- 
ants ‘as may be necessary, ‘‘ whose duty it shall be to collect 
information in regard to the mineral resources, productions 
and population of the State, and to prepare and publish such 
-doeuments as may be calculated to furnish correct information 
about all the counties of the State,” their agricultural and man- 
ufaeturinz capacities, climate, health, &c., &c. Such informa- 
tion, properly prepared and disseminated, would certainly lay 
the groundwork of success. In making laws upon this subject, 
care should be had to require of those in charge of any duties 
imposed, that criminals, paupers, &c., from other countries or 
States, should be excluded. What we want is an industrious, 
intelligent class of people who wiil be received as citizens of the 
country, entitled to the respect due them as such, and to the 
equal protection of the laws, and who may for themselves and 
their children aspire to participate, in common with our own 
people, in sustaining and controlling the future destinies of the 
State. 

Laws for the protection of the employer and employeé should 
be, enacted—contracts will necessarily have to be entered into at 
home and abroad—expenses will be incurred, and a judicious 
system of laws for the protection of the immigrant and the home 
laborer and his oi oo AN. becomes a matter of necessity. 


Such liberal appropriations as our financial condition will 
allow are recommended as compensation to the commissioner 
and assistant agents, and especially for the purpose of printing 
and circulating such statistical and other information as may be 
necessary. No country on this continent offers greater induce- 
ments to the industrious and intelligent man than Texas. The 
want of time precludes me from offering other suggestions on 
this interesting topic. But while treating on this point, it may 
not be amiss to suggest encouragement to any company who. 
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would put on a permanent line of steam-ships between Galves- 
ton and some port in Europe. 

This I view as an extremely important subject, both as con- 
nected with a successful project of immigration and for the pur- 
pose of opening up a direct trade whereby the products of our 
soil and the immense productions of our prairies would have 
easy access to the markets of the world. I cannot commend too 
earnestly to your favorable consideration the propriety of afford- 
ing this encouragement. How it should be done, if you should 
agree with me as to its propriety, is a question of some moment. 
I have thought a grant of lands, to be located beyond the pres- 
ent line of surveys, the title to be divested out of the State after 
the continuance of such line of steamers in the trade for a speci- 
fied time (say two or more years) would perhaps b: the only re- 
source at our command that could properly be resorted to for 
this purpose. 


FREEDMEN, 


There is a high duty devolving upon the people of the South 
. in relation to this class of our people. They are entitled to our 
sympatuy, and should receive every care and attention that may 
conduce to their prosperity, and enable them to become useful to 
thecountry. While weshould useevery means to secure other and 
additional labor, yet we should not neglect that which is already 
at our command, and every reasonable effort should be made to 
satisfy the black people, that with proper conduct on their part, 
their labor is desirable. Laws should be enacted carrying out 
fully the intention of the Eighth Article of the Constitution, 
in securing to them protection of person and property. We 
‘should bear with their foibles and make charitable allowance for 
the want of industry and steadiness of purpose manifested by 
the great mass of them, for they are a portion of the inheritance 
received by us from our foréfathers, were born and reared in our 
midst, and are not answerable for our late civil war and nation- 
al calamities. | 

The Seventh Section of the Tenth Article of the Constitution 
requires that any taxes collected from Africans or persons of 
African descent, shall be exclusively appropriated for the main- 
tenance of a system of publie schools for the education of Afri- 
cans and their children. 

I presume, at the present, that very little revenue could be 
collected from the freed people, at least not sufficient to be of 
service in the way contemplated. Yet, it is proper, if a tax is 
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levied for educatior&l purposes, that the obligation imposed.by 
the Constitution should be faithfully carried out. 


It is desirable that all military force, and the agents of the 
Freedmen's Bureau, should be withdrawn from the interior of 
the State. The most certain way to effect this object will be 
the enactment of just laws for the protection of the blacks, and 
their rigid enforcement. I am well satisfied that our people will 
do justice to the freedmen, yet there has been a laxity in enforce- 
ing the laws; not particularly as to this class of people, but 
generally, that requires the serious consideration of the law- 
making power of the government. Peace officers and magis- 
trates should be required, under penalties, to promptly perform 
the duty imposed upon them of preserving the peace. 


PENITENTIARY, 


The reports of the Superintendent and other officers are here- 
with submitted ; they show a satisfactory condition of that in- 
stitution so far as the. condition of the inmates, the manner of* 
conducting the labor, &c., is concerned. It will be observed, 
that at the close of the war the whole number of convicts was 
118, now they number 264, making an increase in a period of 
twelve months, of 146. This fact is very significant, and sug- 
gests the propriety of modifying to some extent our penal laws. 
Of the number now confined, 95 are white men, 41 are Mexi- 
cans, 4 are Indians, 117 are negro men, and 7 are negro women. 

The Superintendent and Directors suggest some amendments to 
the laws governing the institution, especially in regard to the 
guards and mileage allowed Sheriffs, which I recommend to your 
favorable action. The building is now crowded beyond its 
reasonable capacity, and I suggest the propriety of authoriz- | 
ing such additions as may be necessary. I regret that there is 
no report to lay before you of the financial affairs of the institu- 
tion, but look for a report at an early day. There is no report 
from the former agent, S. B. Hendricks, since the 28th of l'eb- 
ruary, 1865. As his operations covered a large amount of dis- 
bursements of the public funds, it is proper that a settlement 
of his accounts should be had with the accounting officers of the 
State. . 

In this connection it may not be amiss to discuss the proprie- 
ty of an additional Penitentiary, or the adoption of some other 
system whereby tho greatly augmented labor that will necessarily 
accrue may be profitably employed. Various suggestions have 
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been made through the public prints, some of which are indeed 
plausible, and appear worthy of being put into practice. It has 
occurred to me that probably the best plan will be to establish 
one or two work-houses at the points where iron founderies are 
already in successful operation, and either farm ont the labor, or 
make arrangements for the State to apply it. I have only sug- 
gested the points where iron works are already in operation, be- 
cause, as this would be an experiment, it might be the easiest 
mode of putting it into execution. 

If 1t should.be successful, other localities where the ore exists 
in sufficient quantities, might also be developed. Iron ore exists 
in great abundance in different parts of the State, and if, by 
the application of this kind of unskilled labor, it can be turned 
into iron and pot metal in quantities sufficient to supply the 
wants of the people of the State, I know of no better way than 
this of supplying a permanent want of the country. I believe 
we have the ore in sufficient quantities to make all the railroad 
iron necessary to the entire wants of the people. 

If railroad iron could be made at Jefferson, Texas, and on the 
line to Hempstead, it would insure the construction of a railroad 
between those points. That the iton can be made at more places 
than one along this route, has been fully demonstrated, and the 
only question, I presume, that arises as to the quantity and 
cheapness of its production, is, as to the sufficiency of labor, at 
a moderate cost. If the State supplies the labor, it appears to 
me that there can be no better investment for capital. I trust 
you will give the subject its proper consideration. 


CRIMINAL LAWS, 


The great number of convictions for petty thefts, inclines me 
to the opinion that the distinction which formerly existed, of 
grand and petit larceny, should be revived. Quite a number of 
applications are now pending for the pardon of freedmen, who 
have been convicted for the theft of articles of mall value. The 
punishment for theft, where the value of the article stolen is less ` 
than - twenty dollars, or other small sum, might be, by sentence, 
to work on the county roads, county buildings, or in such other 
manner as the county courts might determine, would be most 
profitable to the county. By this means, this class of criminals 
might be made serviceable to the public wants of the country. 
It would. perhaps. be well to add severer penalties fcr repetitions 
of the offence. ' 
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Perhaps an amendment to Article 761, of the Penal Code, so 
as to include thefts from orchards and gardens, may be advisable. 


JUDICIAL DISTRICTS. 


There is no duty devolving upon the Legislature that will be 
more difficult of solution, than that imposed by the ordinance 
requiring the readjustment of the Judicia! Districts. 

It isa necessity, however, thatall must feel, should be promptly 
met, and the enormous expenditures in this depar tment curtailed 
at the earliest moment, lam fully persuaded the number of 
districts can be cut down to twe've, or thirteen, without detri- 
ment to the business of the courts, and without imposing more 
labor than is contemplated by the ‘ordinance, If seven districts 
are. dispensed with, it will be a saving to the State of $31,509 00 
annually. And I most earnestly ask of your honorable body an 
effort that will accomplish an object so desirable. 


COUNTY COURTS. 


Your attention is directed to the 16th Section, of the 4th 
Article of the Constitution. This provision says the county 
court “shall have jurisdiction of all misdemeanors and pettv 
offences, as the same are now, or may hereafter be defined by 
law,” and of civil cases when the matter in controversy, exclu-. 
sive of interest, does not exceed five hundred dollars, ‘ under 
such regulations, limitationsand restr:ctions as may be prescribed 
by law." The jurisdiction is positively conferred, and it de- 
volves upon the Legislature to prescribe the manner of its exer- 
cise. The criminal part of the jurisdiction has become a ne- 
cessity—otherwise the counties would be exhausted in jail fees, 
&c. And I am of opinion that a law prescribing the regulations 
under which tho civil jurisdiction conferred may be carried out, 
will be advantazeous in giving a more speedy remedy to litigants, 
and in relieving the labor of the District Courts. 

The question of compensation to the judges and county at- 
torneys, is one of some moment, .I think, however, that it may 
be satisfactorily determined by regulating the salaries of these 
officers, to be paid by their respective counties, according to the 
population i in each county. That is by fixing a minimum salary 
for counties of a population of five hundr ed or less ; a greater 
salary for a population of one thousand and over five hundred, . 
and so on. Or,if this plan shoald be objectionable, let their 
compensation be regulated by their fees of office, I think this, 
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however, the most objectionable: The counties will save in ex- 
penses, Dy speedy trials of criminals, largely more than enough 
to pay t these officers. 


THE ASYLUMS. 


During the war the asylums have necessarily been neglected, 
though kept up. The report of Dr. Graham, of the Lunatic 
Asylum, shows that much good has been accomplished. Indeed 
T doubt not the operations ‘of: that institu tion, since its founda- 
tion have been a source of great relief to the unforttinate mem- 
bers of the community, for ‘whose benefit it was established. 

There is no suffering to which frail humanity is subjected 
that calls more loudly for our sympathy than that inflicted upon 
the maniac. The Deaf and Dumb Asylum appears to be in a 
flourishing condition. I would call your attention to the fact 
that the expenditures of this institution seem to be greatly more 
in proportion to the number of inmates, and the labor and at- 
tendants necesary, than that of the Lunatic Asylum. During 
the operations of the Provisional Government, the Lunatic 
Asylum has had appropriated for its use $10,000 00. The number 
of inmates has been, constantly, from forty-five io fifty-five. 
Quite a number of servants, guards and attendants, as well as 
medicine, are required, 

For the Deat and Dumb there has been paid out $15,000, 
_current expenses, and $1000 for repairs, besides a debt con- 
tracted by the Superintendent of $334, with only about twenty- 
two pupils. How this great difference should arise, I am at a 
loss to understand, unless it should be in the operation of the 
laws governing the two institutions. It is just to say that the 
Superintendent claims a part of this expenditure to have really 
occurred before the time of the Provisional Government, and I 
would not be understood as implying any censure upon the very 
able and accomplished Superintendent, nor upon the intelligent 
and judicious Board of Trustees, who have given their time “and 
attention to the Institution purely as an act of humanity, 
and as a gratuity. I take it, that if there is any fault at all, it 
is in the workings of the law governing the admission and carę 
bestowed upon the pupils. 

It appears to me as well worthy of your ietiectiof to determine 
the possibility of instructing the deaf and dumb pupils in some 
art or useful avocation that would insure to them, by industry, 
a comfortable support. 

The Institution for the Blind was broken up for the want of 
funds to carry it on about the time of the surrender. It has not 
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been in operation since. I learn that the buildings, grounds, 
and ‘furniture have been considerably injured and “defaced by l 
the Federal troops that were ip control there for a while, 

I would suggest that a committee be appointed to examine 
into the wants and necessities of all the asylums, and that such 
appropriations be made as are necessarry to put them all in good 
working order. 

While on this subject, I respectfully call your attention to 
the want of an Orphan asylum, and to the propriety of establish- 
ing one. Our pecuniary condition at this time will not warrant 
an increase of the taxes now required of us, but the representa- 
tives of the people should not forget that “He who giveth to the 
poor (orphan,) lendeth to the Lord," and I hope, at no distant day, 
to see the orphau children of the noble dead, who now sleep on the 
many battle fields of the South, enjoying the blessings of such 
an institution ; for the descendants of our valiant soldiers, who 
died fighting gallantly, according to the laws of Texas, should 
never be forgotten. Greece erected monuments to perpetuate 
the memory and glory of her honored dead, may we not care 
for the children of our own lamented herocs ? 

It has been said that **7t is sweet and decorous to die for one’s 
country,” but when the people see the destitute children of our 
Texan soldiers, who fell at Manassas, Gaines’ Mill, Sharps- 
burg, and on an hundred other fields of glory and death, un- 
cared for and neglected by the State, where will be the incentive 
for them to die in future for their country ?. Justice to the dead, 
and duty to the living ! 


PUDLIC PROPERTY. 


There is considerable public property in the city of Austin. I 
am not advised of any disposition that has been made of it. 
Perhaps the artillery, small arms and army stores are regarded by 
the authorities as captured property belonging to the General 
Government. At any rate- the matter should be investigated, 
and such as the General Government may not care to retain 
should be disposed of. I would advise the appointment of a 
committee, whose.duty it should be to ascertain the character 
and description of this property, so that. steps may be teken at 
once to take care of or dispose of it. 


GEOLOGICAL BUREAU. 
The Geological Report of Dr. F. Moore, the late State Geol- 


ogist, was not completed by him, and Dr. Buckley, the Assistant 
State Geologist, has handed me a manuscript report written by 
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himself of Dr. Moore's operations. He has requested me to lay 
the same before your honorable body. I would ask that the 
Geological Rooms be properly examined, and such steps taken 
in relation to the whole matter as you may deem proper. It 
would be well, at the same time, to determine whether the oper- 
ations of this Bureau should be 'resunied,

CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 

At as early a day of your session as may be possible, I would 
suggest the passage of the necessary law defining the Congres- 
sional Districts of the State, 1n order that the people may have 
sufficient notice of the time of holding the elections, and that the 
returns may be made, and our Representatives be in Washing- 
ton at the meeting of Congress. 


STAY LAW. 


Doubtless the question of a repeal or modification of the stay : 
law, will engage your immediate attention. 

I would advise that the law be so modified asto fix a time 
say, twelve months hence, when parties who have judgments 
rendered against them on debts contracted before the war should 
begin to pay. Perhaps it would be well to allow that equal por- 
tions of the debt and interest be paid 1n three annual installments 
commencing at the time fixed upon for allowing executions to 
issue. The same rule, with some modification perhaps, of time, 
might apply to debts contracted during the war. And on debts 
contracted since the surrender, let no execution issue until six 
months after the passage of the law. After that time allow a 
stay of four months. 

I believe the great business wants of the country demand 
definite action upon this question. Capital is afraid to invest; 
it is afraid to.come here. Those who owe debts also are credi- 
tors in many instances. If the law required payment, one 
hundred dollars would frequently pay debts amounting in the 
aggregate to thousands, and a few thousands would square the 
obligations of still larger amounts. 

As the law now stands, this is seldom done, for the reason that 
where there is a man who receives the money due him from his 
ereditor and will not pay the neighbor whom he owes, the process 
stops ; and thus communities of honest men may be "thwarted in 
an earnest desire to settle their debts, by one dishonest or specu- - 
lative person, whe prefers to operate on his means rather than 


pay his debts. 
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The outlines of the policy I suggest may not be the best. 1 
hope a better one will be selected. But if you desire to see the 
active business operations of the country renewed you must afford 
some relief to those who have loaned their money or gold their 
property on time. Many of this class of men have become 
bankrupt, and men who owe them have accumulated’ wealth and 
yet will not pay. It is true that stay laws some times favor the 
honest industrial classes of the country, but not so often as they 
benefit a speculating and trading class, who pay only when com- 
pelled. I trust your honorable body will give the subject that 
attention which its importance demands. 


REPORTS, ` &C. 


Accompanying this message, you will receive such of the re- 
ports from the heads of departments, and other officers of the 
Provisional Government, as have been sent in. 

I doubt not you will give to each one of them the proper in- 
vestigation, and take such steps in regard to the various questions 
referred to, as the interests of the State demand, The reports 
of Governor Pease, Swante Palm, and others, I have not been 
able to find in print, Lut they are of record in the State Depart- 
ment, and will be furnished to any committee that may dosire 
to exanuine it. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION, 


I herewith communicate a copy of a Joint Resolution of Con- 
gress, proposing to the several States a thirteenth article to the 
Constitution of the United States. This article has already 
been ratified by the requisite number of States, has been adop- 
ted, and been so proclaimed, and as it 1s no longer an open ques- 
tion, it is not considered necessary, if appropriate, that the Leg- 
islature should take any action upon the subject. If, however, 
your honorable body, for the sake of conformity, should deem 
its ratification proper, I do not conceive that it would be at all 
exceptionable, though its only effect would be again to commit 
the State to the principle of the article, which was fully done by 
the action of our late Convention. l 

I also enclose herewith an attested copy of a Joint Resolution 
of Congress, proposing to the Legislatures of the several States 
a fourteenth article to the Constitution of the Uñited States. 

This propo ition, having been generally published and dis- 
cussed, Í do not propose, in this communication, to do more 
than express my unqualified disapproval, as a whole, of the pro- 
posed article, it being, in-my opinion, impolitic, unwise and un- 
just. 
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To say nothing of its harshness, the effect of the adoption of the 
third section of thearticle will be to deprive the State, for nearly 
a quarter of a century, of the services of her ablest and best 
men, at a time and amidst circumstances which render these ser- 
vices more important than at avy period of her history. Other 
and equally impressive considerations suggest themselves as 
reasons for your rejection of the proposition, which I know will 
occur to your minds, rendering any discussion useless. I recom- 
mend the unqualified rejection of the proposed fourteenth article 
to the Constitution of the United States. 


CONCLUSION. 


I will state, in conclusion, that the short time in which this 
message has been prepared, since the reception of reports from 
the different Departments, some of which have not yet been re- 
ceived, has necessarily rendered it imperfect. Some questions, 
also; of importance, have been omitted, for want of time to ex- 
amine them properly, which will be qlluded to in a special mes- 
sage. 

1 deem it proper to mention, that on the 18th inst., I received 
& communication from Maj. Gen. Wright, in reply to a memorial 
. of citizens of the frontier, forwarded to him by me, which, with 
my answer, will be handed you with this message, and after 
having been read, I desire may be returned to the Executive 
Office. 

I cannot close this communication without bearing testimony 
to the courteous and polite attention rendered the officers of. the 
State government by the officers of the Army, stationed here, 
and also to bear witness to the prompt and agreeable manner in 
which they discharge their duties. Courtesy and liberality of 
feeling between officials of the General and State governments, 
will create the sarne conduct between the citizens of every sec- 
tion of ourcommon country, and I trust our people will en- 
courage such a course, not only between Northerners and South- 
erners, but also between Texans who have differed in opinion 
and action for the last few years. > 

Hoping that harmony and concord may characterize the action 
of your honorable body, during its most important labors at this 
eventful epoch of our history, and that your enactments may 
promote good feeling between our people, as well as advance the 
happmess and prosperity of the country, I have the honor to be,

Hon. N. M. Burford, Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

Sır: Your Committee on Finance, £o whom was referred a 
bill entitled “An Act to amend an act contained in Section 6 of 
- the law for the purpose of raising revenue," have had the same 
under consideration and unanimously instruct me to report that 
they are of opinion that the evil complained of is sufficiently 
guarded in said section, and recommend that it do not pass. 

Read, and passed to or ders of the day. 

Mr. Éancock made the following report : 

Hon N. M. Burford, Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

The Committee on Public Buildings, in compliance with a 
resolution directing the examination of the Executive Mansion, 
have performed that duty, and instruct me to report that in the 
opinion of the committee the condition of the building and 
premises is such as to require thorough repair and refurnishing. 
The roof and wooden surfaces, exterior and interior, require re- 
painting. The plastering in many places is damaged by leakage ` 
and other injuries. There is probably turniture enough remain- 
ing to supply two of the upper rooms: The parlor furniture is 
insufficient and much worn, and with the exception of the piano 
should be replaced with new entirely, and such of the old as may 
be suitable, distributed in other portions of the building, and 
the remainder should be sold. There is little or no table ware 
remaining that is fit foruse; a new supply is therefore absolutely 
required. An estimate has been made from the best data accessi- 
ble to the committee of the amount necessary to be appro- 
priated and expended to place the mansion in a habitable con- 
dition. 

The Committee have been assisted in their action by the Com- 
mittee on Publie Buildings of the Senate, and with the unani- 
mous concurrence, I am instructed to report the. accompanying 
bill, and recommend its passage, namely : 
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: An Act to be entitled “An Act making an apprópriation for 
repairing and refurnishing the Executive Mansion." 

Section l. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 

Texas, That the sum of eleven thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, be and the same is hereby appro- 
priated for repairing and painting the roof, repainting the wooden 
surfaces, exterior and interior, and . for refur nishing completely 
the Executive Mansion. 
Sec. 2. Be tt further enacted, That said sum be drawn by 
and expended under the supervision of the Secretary of State. 
And he is hereby directed and required, immediately to contract 
for said repairs with the lowest bidder, requiring bonds with 
approved security tor the faithful performance of the contracts, 
and the completion of the same within three months from the 
date thereof ; provided, that separate contracts shall be made for 
repairing, painting and furnishing. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That this Act take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage. 

Read first time and passed to orders of the day.

His Excellency, the Governor, received in reply thereto the 
following telegram: . 
Wasuineton, August 17, 1866. 
To J. W. Throckmorton : 

“Your telegram of to-day has been received. The act to 
which it refers has been published. .A copy will go to you by 
this day’s post.” (Signed) W. H. SEWARD. 
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A copy of the act of Congress, herein referred to, is appended 
for the information of the Legislature. As Senatorial terms are 
formed of complete and regularly succeeding periods of six years - 
each, it has become necessary, in order to ascertain these periods. 
for the Senatorships of Texas, for your committee to refer to the 
records of the State Department of this State. Your committee 
have ascertained, on such reference, that the terms of the last 
two Senators elected in this State, expired as follows: The 
term of Senator Wigfall expired on the 4th of March, 1863. 
The term of Senator Hemphill expired on the 4th of March, 1865, 
consequently there exist two vacancies for two unexpired terms 
to be filled, to-wit: To fill the term which will terminate March 
the 4th, 1869, and to fill the term which will expire March the 
4th, 1871. 

In conformity with the requirements of the act of’ Congress 
above cited, and to meet the state of facts presented by your 
committee, your committee report the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the two Houses of the Legislature do, there- 
fore, proceed to-morrow, Tuesday, August 21st, in their respec- 
tive halls, to the election of Senators to fill the vacancies for the 
unexpired portions of the Senatorial “terms, terminating respec- 
tively March 4th, 1869, and March 4th, 187]. That said elec- 
tions take place viva voce. That the name of the person who 
‘shall receive a majority of the whole number of votes cast in 
each House, shall be entered on the Journals of each Honse 
respectively, by the clerk of that House ; that the two Housse 
will meet in joint session om the day following, to-wit: 
On Wednesday, August 22d, at 12 o'clock, M., to ascertain the 
result of the voting. If any person shall receive a majority of 
all the votes cast, the fact shall be duly declared. If no person 
shall receive a majority, then the two Houses shall proceed to 
ballot in joint session, at least onc ballot, or as many ballots as 
it shall be the pleasure of the two Houses to have held on that 
day, until some person shall receive a majority of all the votes 
cast. Tf no election shall be made on said 22d August, then 
the two Houses shall meet daily at 12 o’clock, M., on sitting 
days, until an election shall be’ made, holding at least one 
ballot on each day.

Section 1, Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Texas, That the former owners of lands that have been seld for 
taxes, ‘and purchased by the State, shall have two years from 
and after the passage of this act to "redeem the same, upon pay- 
ment to the assessor and collector of taxes wherein the sale was 
made, or to the Comptroller of the State, of all arrearages, un- 
paid taxes, and all necessary expenses incurred in making such 
sale. 

Sec. 2. Upon payment of such taxes and expenses, it shall 
be the duty of the Assessors and Collectors, or the Comptroller of 
the State, to issue certificates to such owner, which certificate

have, within the last few months past, made different descents on 
different parts of the frontier, killing many persons of all ages 
and-sex, and in many instances taking into captivity helpless 
women and children—in some instances the women have been 
subjected to outrages too shocking to be contemplated, and then 
reserved for a life of helpless captivity and misery; in some in- 
stances have been carried into captivity beyond the limits of the 
State, perhaps into Mexico, or in the mountains, where no trace 
can be had of them by their friends. Your committee are in 
further possession of information, which they regard as reliable, 
that there is hardly a day passes but marauding bands of Indi- 
ans visit some parts of the frontier, and carry .off horses, cattle, 
&c., in great quartities. -Your committee cannot estimate the 
value of property taken off in the last twelve months, but it will 
amount to several millions of dollars. It isevident to your com- 
mittee that unless something is done soon to protect the citizens 
of the frontier from the depredations of these maraüding bands of 
Indians, the frontier will be abandoned by the hardy pioneers 
who have suffered so much, and the counties that are now-enijoy- 
ing peace and quiet will become the frontier, and will be the 
scenes of murder and plunder. Your committee have considered 
well the expense of protecting the frontier, and the inability of 
the State to meet the expense at this time, but they have come 
to the conclusion, that as brave and magnanimous a people as 
the people of Texas are, should not, and will not, weigh money 
against the bleod of these frontier people. They have therefore 
lnstructed.me to report the accompanying bill, as a substitute 
for the two original bills, and recommend its passage :

In the settlement made by Mr. Samuel Harris, late Provi- 
sional State Treasurer with Maj. Royston, it is found that Mr, 
Harris had received four hiíndred and ten dollars supposed to be 
counterfeit. This money purported to be United States cur- 
rency, and was received from the Assessors and Collectors; and 
as it was almost an impossibility for any one, under the circum- 
stances, to detect spurious bills, I deem it "but just that Mr. 
Harris should be relieved from the loss of this money. Mr. 
Harris also received from the Assessors sixty-two dollars in 
Louisiana and other bank bills; I would suggest that Major 
Royston be authorized to receive these and sell them for their 
value and place the proceeds in the general fund. 

Mr. Harris also received two hundred and one (201) Ameri- 
can and Mexican doubloons at $15 60. He was governed by 
« Thompson's Com Chart Manual," good authority, but these 
doubloons are now quoted at $15 50. Major Royston does not 
feel authorized to receive them for more, bntt would be unjust 
to require Mr. Harris to make up the difference ; therefore I am 
of the opiniou that Mr. Harris, under all the circumstances, has 
done exceedingly well, and I trust your Honorable body ‘will 
relieve him from any loss on these several accounts.

In the preparation of my regular communication, want of 
time precluded the presentation of several subjects of impor- 
tance, to which I now propose to call your attention. 


AMENDMENT OF TAX LAWS. 


By reference to the report of the Comptroller it will be seen, 
that near one-third of the patented land of the State is not 
rendered tor taxation. 

Such laws should be passed as will not only secure the back 
taxes on theselands, but will insure thefuturecollectionofthesame : 

The Comptroller is ‘prepared to submit such plan as willin ; 
my opinion, prove successful, and I suggest that the appropri- 
ate committee confer with that officer in maturing the necessary 
iaws upon the subject of taxation. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES OF PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


Accompanying this you will find statements from the Comp- 
troller upon several important subjects. One exhibits the re 
ceipts and expenditures of the Provisional Government from the 
13th October, 1865, to the 13th August, 1866. The total re- 
ceipts going to the State revenue account, amount to $344,- 
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446 50. The expenditures, amount to $233,293 80. There is 
still due the Provisional District Judges and Attorneys. and to 
Clerks and Sheriffs, for fees in felony cases, about $15,000. 
After payment of these officers there will remain in the Treasury, 
of funds derived from the Provisional Government, about $96,000. 

It is proper to observe, that of the funds going into the Treas- 
wy during the period mentioned, there was derived from taxa- 
tion, $227,197 64, and, of this amount $4,576 59 was specie. 
The remainder of the receipts accrued principally from the sale 
of United States five per cent. bonds, and coupons. The state- 
ment of the Comptroller will explain fully the sources from 
which the various amounts paid into the Treasury were derived, 
and also furnish satisfactory information in regard to the war- 
rants drawn and on what account, by that officer, and paid by 
the Treasurer. 


PUBLIC DEBT. 


I especially call your attention to the statements showing the 
amount and character of the indebtedness of the State. By the 
action of the Convention all the outstanding ten per cent. war- 
rants, and State bonds issued. for services rendered, or expenses 
incurred, since the 28th January, 1861, are repudiated. 

To a proper understanding of this question it must be kept 
in mind, that under a previous law, parties who held ten per cent. 
warrants were permitted to return them into the Treasury f.r 
cancellation, and to receive.eight per cent. State bonds in their 
stead. "About $16,000 in principal and interest were thus 
absorbed. A subsequent law authorized the funding of alli kind 
of outstanding warrants, including such as were issued prior to 
the 28th January, 1861, as well as those after that time. Under 
this law 294 bonds of one thousand dollars each have been issued. 
Of these 294 bonds, it is estimated that about the sum of $92,000 
of the ten per cent. warrants, which are acknowleged by the 
Üonvention as a subsisting debt against the State, have been 
absorbed. 

It will also he seen, by reference to the accompanying state- 
ments, that ten per cent. warrants amounting to $217,469 51, 
n ous and non-interest warrants issued in the place 

ereof, 

Therefore, your honorable body will at once see the necessity 
that exists of calling in every class of this outstanding debt— 
the bonds ten per cent. and non-interest warrants—in order that 


the portion of them acknowleged by the Ordinance of the! Con-

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vention may be ascertained, and some provision made for funding 
and payment of interest, FT cod 

From the best data I can obtain I suppose the amount that 
will have to be provided for will not exceed $400,U00. I re- 
commend the appointment of an Auditor, who, in conjunction 
with the Comptroller, should act as a Board to determine the 
valid claims against the State. And, in this connection, I sug- 
gest the passage of a law requiring the holders of each class of 
the liabilities to which reference is made to present them within 
a given time for auditing, that the State may ascertain the 
amount ofindebtedness, and place the same in such position 
that provision may be made for the payment of the principal and 
interest thereof, l | 

I believe it would be best to authorize the Auditorial Board 
to issue State bonds in amounts of one hundred dollars and 
upwards, but always preserving even numbers for all that class 
of debt recognized as valid; the bonds to bear 8 per cent. interest, 
payable semi-annually in specie. I know of no other means that 
can be successfully resorted to in order correctly to ascertain the 
debt, except through the operations of an Auditorial Board; and 
the system of funding in eight per cent. bonds, I am clearly of 
pinion is best. 

The action of the Convention in repudiating the civil debt 
created during the war, was; in my judgment, an error, and will 
ereatly effect the credit of the State. 

For this, as wellas other proper reasons, every effort should 
be made by the Legislature to restore, and bring to the highest 
possible standard, the State credit. ; 

By funding the outstanding debt, allowing the bonds to run 
for ten years, redcemable earlier, at the option of the State, with 
S per cent. interest, promptly paid, and its payment provided for 
by the levy of a special tax to meet the interest and absorb a 
certain amount of the principal every year, or by creating a sinking 
fund that will discharge the whole amount when due, we can 
make Texas bonds as good, and as eagerly sought after by those 
wishing to invest, as any State bonds ever issued. 

It has been suggested that the outstanding warrants can soon 
be absorbed, by receiving them for taxes, This is true, but 1t 15 
not proper to authorize it, until they have been passed upon by 
authority competent to determine their character and validity. 

The authorizing cf their payment for taxes would greatly 
-derange the monied operations of the State; but if you agree 

"with me as to the propriety of funding, I would advise the re- 
ception of the bonds and matured coupons in payment for lanos 
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or land scrip, at moderate prices, and making the matured cou- 
pons also receivable for taxes and all Government dues, 

I have discussed this question at some length, because I am 
impressed with the necessity of making an effort at the earliest 
moment for protecting and clevating the credit of the State. 


REVISION OF THE LAWS. 


By reference to an act of the Legislature of May 27th, 1864, 
it will be seen that a revision of the laws was provided for. 
Under this act Gov. Murrah appointed Judge L. A. Thompson, 
of Galveston, to perform the work, and I learn that he has 
made some progress. I desire that you will take such acticn 
in regard thereto,as you may deem proper. 

Connected with the subject of the revision of the laws, it is 
proper for me to say, that I have received from George W. Pas- 
chal, Esq., a large number of the proof sheets of a Digest, pre- 
pared by him, of the laws of this State, with notes on the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court. Mr. Paschal informs me that 
his work will soon be out, I have not had time to bestow care- 
ful attention upon that portion which is sent, but from a cursory 
examination given it some years ago, from the opinions of a 
number of eminent legal gentlemen, the well-known ability and 
industry of the author, and the length of time he has been en- 
gaged upon this work, I am satisfied it will prove a great acqui- 
sition, and I recommend it to your notice. 

Tam not advised how far the plan of this work and that being 
prepared by Mr. Thompson, will conflict, and I respectfully re- 
quest that the subject be referred to your appropriate commit- 
tees. It is highly important to the interests of the people, 
owing to the imperfections which exist in our present Digests, 
that a complete revision of the laws be made, and speedily 
distributed; and if the book of Mr. Paschal is as valuable as it 
is represented to be, it. may be well in any event, that the State 
shall subscribe for a sufficient number of copies to supply such 
State and county officers as are connected with the administra- 
ton of the laws. This will enable you, without detriment to 
the interest of the State, to enlarge or modify the labor upon 
which Mr. Thompson is engaged, and give him greater time for 
1ts completion. 


MR. SAYLES’ TREATISE. 


Accompanying I also transmit to you a communication re- 
ceived from John Sayles, Esq., with a synopsis of the contents of 
a Treatise prepared by him upon the “civil jurisdiction of Jus- 
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tices of the Peace and County Courts in the State of Texas,” 
together with the opinion of several eminent jurists who have 
examined the manuscript. I do not doubt that it will be of 
great advantage to the class of officers for whose benefit 
it is intended, as well as of great service to the public. I re- 
commend that an appropriation be made of sufficient amount to 
enable the State to supply a number of copies to each county. 


PUBLICATION OF DECISIONS OF SUPREME COURT. 


So great a length of time has elapsed since any of the de- 
eisions of the Supreme Conrt have been published, that it be- 
comes necessary, you shall examine into the subject and provide 
a suitable appropriation for that purpose. 

I recommend, on the score of economy, that these decisions 
should be condensed, or, that only such should be published as 
are of a leading or important character. 

Your Judiciary Committees, however, will be prepared to pre- 
sent a better plan than any I can suggest. In legislating upon 
this subject, you will have to take into consideration the increased 
cost for such publication, which I learn is much greater than 
formerly. 

MILITIA, 

Proper and efficient laws for the organization of the militia 
should engage your attention. I presume the act of Feb. 14, 
1360, is still in force, but it is cumbrous, and in my judgment 
needs revision. 

SCHOOL FUND AND RAILROAD BONDS. 


Under the old Constitution, one-tenth of the annual revenue 
derivable from taxation went into the common school fund. 
The amendment to the constitution on the subject of education 
abolished this provision. . 

There is a doubt in the mind of the Comptroller as to his 
duty in withholding one-tenth of the revenue from the school 
fund. I have no doubt as to the intention of the Convention, 
and in the absence of any enactment by the Legislature on the 
subject, should consider it the duty of the Comptroller to place 
the whole amount of taxes collected in 1866, and hereafter, to 
the State revenue account. linvite your attention to the ques- 
tion, in order that such measures may be adopted as will leave 
no room for doubt. 

I transmit for your information, from the Treasurer, a state- 
ment of the amount of bonds due the common school fund from

the railroad companies of the State, that are so indebted; also, 
the amouut of principal and interest heretofore paid, together 
with the amount of interest still due. ; 

It will be observed that the bonds amount to $1,816,500, 
and are entitled to a credit of $35,520, paid in as a sinking 
fund under an existing law, leaving balance due-on principal of 
the bonds $1,753,317. The amount of interest paid is $396,- 
329 80, leaving interest due up to March 1, 1867, of $403,572 
77. The Treasurers statements will explain the precise sum 
due from and paid by each company. 

Iinvite your attention to the question whether the laws in 
force should be applied to the companies at once, or further 
time be given them for the payment of the amount which is 
due, E" 

Vursorr MEN ON FRONTIER. «4 


Governor Hamilton authorized the organization of three com- 
panies of minute men on the frontier. At the time of giving 
the permission, he distinctly announced to the counties where 
the organizations wers allowed, that the parties performing the 
service would have to rely upon the Legislature to provide for 
the payment of the same. There is no question as to the noces- 
sity which called for this order. As to the cbaracter of service 
performed I am not advised, except by the statement of the 
officers of one of the companies, and the returns herewith en- 
closed for your investigation. I presume the service was ren- 
dered, and was as effectual as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances. The estimate made by the Comptroller to pay the 
same, amounts to $4,503 50. I recommend an appropriation for 
that purpose. 


MARRIAGE OF PERSONS OF COLOR. 


I invité your attention to the subject of establishing by law 
proper domestic relations among persons of color. A law should 
be passed recognizing those who live together and are so reputed, 
as married, and future marriages should be in accordance with 
existing laws, The laws applicable to white people in regard to 
adultery should apply to them. 


VAGRANCY, &C. 


As regards vagrancy and apprentices, there should be adopted 
à more comprehensive system than is now afforded by our stat- 
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utes, The counties should be required to provide for such por- 
tion of their population, white and black, as are unable, from age 
or disability, to earn a living, when such. persons have no parents 
or children able to care for them. A few persons of color have 
been reported as lunatics to the Superintendant of the Lunatic 
Asylum. Humanity requires legislation at your hands for their 
safe keeping and protection. 


ALABAMA INDIANS, &C. 


Dy an act of the Legislature, approved Dec. 30, 1861, the | 
Governor is authorized to appoint an agent for the Alabama and 
Cooshattie Indians, at a salary not to exceed four hundred dol- 
lars per annum. If it is intended that this Mr shall be carried 
out, provision should be made to pay the agent contemplated 
therein, and the agent should be required to look after the inter- 
ests of the Muscogees, who live 1n the same neighborhood. 

| am not acquainted sufficiently with the condition of these 
Indians to offer any suggestions as to the propriety or necessity 
of keeping up this agency. 


AGRIGULTURAL COLLEGES. 


By an act of Congress, passed July 2, 1862, a donation of 
land is made to the several States for the purpose of establishing 
colleges for the Lenefit of agricultural and mechanic arts. 


Owing to the situation of public affairs, as connected with this 
= State, no opportunity has been afforded by which it could signity 
its desire to accept the do: nation, according to the provisions of 
the act. Presuming, however, that Congress will extend the 
operation of the law to all the States, I advise such action ou 
the part of the Legislature as will ensure, in such event, the 
benefits of thelaw to Texas, 


UNITED STATES DIRECT TAX. 


I have been officially informed by Robert K. Smith, Presi- 
dent of the Board of United States Tax Commissioners for 
Texas, that the collection of the Direct Tax, levied by act of 
Congress of August 5th, 1861, and the amendments thereto, 
upon this State, ‘has been ‘suspended until the 1st January, 1868. 

The time allowed will enable the Legislature, at its next reg- 
ular session, to provide for the pay ment of the amount unco 
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lected, and to make proper adjustments in regard to that which 
has already been paid. 

This is a measure of great relief, and will produce a good 
effect on the minds of the pedple. It gives an assurance that 
the authorities have a just regard for their distressed pecuniary 
condition, and I feel sure it will be properly appreciated by 
them. 

PUBLICATION OF REPORTS OF PROVISIONAL OFFICERS. 


I recommend that the report of the Provisional Comptroller 
of Public Accounts, and the repurts of the several Asylums be 
printed. 


I would also suggest the propriety of publishing the report of 
Mr. James H. Raymond to Governor Hamilton, who took pos- 
session of the public property, under an order from General 
Granger, and who turned the same over to the Provisional officers 
of the State. Mr. Raymond’s report to Governor Hamilton, and 
the report of Messrs. Pease and Palm, and the. Comptroller’s 
report will give an account of the financial condition of the 
State, from the time the Provisional Government went into 
operation, until its close. The subjects of these several reports 
are of importance to the State, and should be -published for in- 
formation, as well as for preservation. 


WEAPONS CARRIED ABOUT THE PERSON 


The Bill of Rights says: ‘‘ Every citizen shall have the 
right to keep and bear arms in the lawful defence of himself or 
the State.” This is an invaluable right conferred by the Con- 
stitution upon the citizen, but it is one that is most wretehedly 
abused. While I would not seek to interfere with the right of the 
citizen, at all times, to bear arms in, defence of himself, his prop- 
erty and the State, yet I do not conceive that it was intended 
hy the Constitution to convey the idea that men and boys, vaga- 
bonds and vagrants, were to be licensed to have arms about 
their persons on all occasions. Such things are to be met with 
every day in the peaceful waiks of life among the most 
quet communities, at church and at the school house. A law 
prohibiting it might not be constitutional, and perhaps would 
hot be proper, but it appears to-me that a tax should be levied 
Upon all pistols and weapons carried abaut the person, and 
the night given to the Assessor, upon, failure to pay such license, 
to seize upon the arms and sell them for the taxes. Any person 
who felt constrained to wear a weapon, of this sort, for his- per- 
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sonal protection, would not think it a hardship to pay the tax 
and it would, perhaps, have the effect to prevent thoughtless 
youths and others who bear them for show or other purposes, to 
dispense with such useless orraments. Asa matter of course, 
such tax should not apply to persons living on the frontier or to 
travelers, i i 


FEDERAL RELATIONS. 


Since my regular communication to you, I have received the 
proelamation of the President in regard to the restoration of civil 
authority im the State of Texas; announcing “that peace, 
order, tranquility and civil authority, now exists in and through- 
out the whole of the United States of America.” A copy of 
this proclamation I take great pleasure in laying before you. 


The cffect of this important Public Document, taken in con- 
nection with the other official acts which it recites, and to which 
it refers, 1s to declare that a state of peace exists throughout the 
Union, and that all acts and proclamations of the Government, 
whose operation was to cease upon the restoration of peace, are 
no longer of any force and effect; and that the rights of the 
citizen are hereafter to be determined by an appeal to the civil 
authority alone The prompt issuance of this proclamaticn by 

-the Chief Executive of the Nation, upon the receipt of the 
official intelligence of the installation of the civil officers of this 
State, chosen by the people, furnishes further proof of his conf- 
dence in our loyalty. 


This confidence in the sincerity and honor of oar people 
is not misplaced, I feel assured. 


And in this connection, permit me to call your attention to 
the enclosed address and declaration of principles lately adopted 
by the delegates from every State in the Union of the National 
Union party, recently assembled at Philadelphia, received through 
the Hon. John Hancock, one of the Executive Committee. It 
has not been usual for the Executive of a State, heretofore, m 
an official communication, to call attention to the action of the 
Convention of any political party. On ordinary occasions, 
should: most certainly adhere to the established usage of my 
predecessors on the subject; but the assembling, after five years 
of fearful civil strife, of delegates from every section of thé 
Union, selected for their eminent wisdom and patriotism, for the 
purpose of reuniting the nation once more, and healing the 
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wounds inflicted by the war, is an event so remarkable as to 
abundantly justify me in calling your attention officially to their 
action. 

Their address and declaration of principles may be fitly called 
io your attention, in connection with the official declaration of 
the President, that peace exists throughout our land. It be- 
hooves us to meet these offers in a becoming spirit. Let us burv 
the past, and henceforth endeavor to move forward as one people 
in the onward path of progress and prosperity. 

In laying these matters before you, I submit to your better 
judgment the propriety of such suitable legislative response as 
will indicate the devotion of our people to the Government.

Your committee are aware that it is unwise to alter or amend 
an old law, but we find the Penal Code is insufficient in the 
parts pr oposed to be amended.

The committee instruct me to report in favor not only selling 
the territory mentioned, but also all that unsettled territory 
lying west of the 101 O west longitude from Greenwich, or 
249 west from Washington. 

In the sale of that portion north of Red River, your committee 
‘are of the opinion that such stipulations might be entered into 
with the United States as would lead to the permanent settle- 
ment of all the wild prairie Indians of Texas within that border, 
and when so settled, your committee have every confidence that 
such treaties could be made, and such lines of posts established 
by the Government as would insure safe and permanent protec- 
tion to the entire border of the State. 

Those Texas tribes have no peculiar claims upon the General 
Government for a home. Texas owns all the lands within her 
limits that these Indians ever set up any claim to, These wild 
tribes will not consent to settle on the Arkansas and Missouri 
rivers, as proposed by the General Government. The buffalo 
leave the mountain in winter and seek the warmer plains of 
Texas. The ancient Indians of. Texas emigrate North in the 
spring and South in the winter, with the buffalo, hence the re- 
gion of country in and about the Wichita mountains is best cal- 
culated for a home for these red children. 

The General Government has been purchasing Indian Terri- 
tory, adjoining this territory of ours, for settlement for Prairie 
Indians. The pan-handle country, north of the north, or main 
fork of Red River, and west of the Marcy line, embraces about 
14,400,000 acres of land. 

Your coinmittee have instructed me to report. a bill to sell 
the United States Government all the territory of Texas north 
and west of the 101° of. longitude heretofore mentioned. If 
such sale is made, it will be disposing of a large amount of un- 
settled territory which, if settled in the future, would be by a 
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class of people who would have no sympathy or particular in- 
terest in common with the people of Texas. It must be purely 
a mining and a grazing country, except along the very fertile 
and delightful valleys of the Rio Grande and Pecos rivers. 

Texas is too poor to develop the resources of this large ex- 
tent of country. Her Indian troubles are too serious to admit 
of longer delay in some permanent and effectual settlement of 
them. It will be greatly better for her to dispose of these lands, 
at moderate figures, to the General Government, and thus insure 
a speedy settlement thereof, consequently a new frontier to 
relieve our present one, and would certainly call forth the pro- 
tecting arm of the Government. Even after the sale of this 
territory, the boundaries of the remainder of the State give 
territory amply sufficient for four ee, with a soil and climate 
and resources that will i insure a popul lation fabulous in numbers 
and wealth. 

Your committee are of opinion that the sale of this territory, 
even at low figures, will not only better secure the protection of 
the frontier of Texas and give peace to our fellow citizens, who 
are suffering all the horrors y of savage warfare, but it will also 
enable the energies of the whole State to be brought to bear with 
redoubled vigor upon that portion of our large and widely ex- 
tended State already settled, and needing protection and de- 
velopment. 

The proceeds of the sale of this territory, which your commit- 
tee view as the least important of the results, will give a large 
amount to the permanent school fund of the State, and enable 
Texas, upon the interest of the present fund, and that to be re-. 
alized by this sale, to educate every child in the State. Not only 
so increasing the school fund, by one-half, the proceeds of the 

sale under the Constitution, but leaving ‘the other half of the 
proceeds to pay the debt we ‘already owe to our own people, and 
to the General Government, on the direct land tax of 1861, and 
the debt Which must necessarily be incurred by the State i in the 
-immediate defense of the frontier ; and in addition thereto, a suf- 
ficient amount will be left, even at the most moderate figures for 
the sale of the land, to put into successful operation a system of 
A a Improvements that will give railroads to every important 
ection of the State, and develop the vast fields of wealth that now 
hie useless, of iron, ‘coal and copper, for which our present settled 
portion of. ‘the State is so celebrated. By the sale herein proposed 
the General Government will become the sovereign of the soil of 
that territory, over which the great Pacific Railroad must pass, 
either on the 35th or 32d parallel. When the United States 
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owns this territory, such national interest can and will be brought 
to bear, as will carry out this project, of so much importance to 
every portion of the Union It will also cause to be developed .

The undersigned member of the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
H.J.—8$1G.

He cannot believe that the expenditure of the large amount 
of money asked for (five thousand dollars,) will be productive of 
the good contemplated, and that the State Treasury is at this 
time too much depleted to.justify such heavy expenditure in the 
hopeless experiment of seducing to the peaceful walks of civil 
life, à roving and worthless band of savages. 

If, however, the finances of the State will permit the exercise 
of our charitable impulses, the undersigned must believe that 
more meritorious objects of charity can be found in her limits, 
for instance, the education of the orphans and support of the 
widows of her slaughtered sons, who illustrated her chivalry and 
heroism on so many sanguincous battle fields, from Gettysburg 
to Glorietta. 

The undersigned respectfully dissents from the report of the 
committee, and hopes that the bill recommended may not pass.

Ion. N. M. Burford, Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

SIR: As one of your Committee on Public Lands, I ask to 
be allowed to submit the following report in opposition to the 
views of a majority of said committee on a bill to be entitled 
* An Act proposing to sell a large portion of the territory of the 
State of Texas to the Government of the United States." 

I heartily concur in that part of the report which recommends 
the saleof that portion of our territory lying North of the 
Prairie Dog Fork of Red River, whith embraces near 15,000,000 
of acres of Land, and which sale would be in accordance with 
the recommendation of His Excellency the Governor. 

It 1s believed that the proceeds of such sale would amply sup- 
ply the contingency contemplated, and for which it is notim- 
probable that we will be able to realize a sum almost as great as 
for the whole territory proposed for sale in the bill. 

As for the remainder of the report, after the hasty considera- 
tion which I have been able to give the subject, I much regret 
that my convictions do not allow me to agree with the majority. 

Livirg where almost daily raids of Indians occur, yet I am 
not willing to sacrifice the whole public domain with a remote 
hope that | protection may be afforded. - 

The remaining portion proposed for sale is about 42,500,000 
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acres of.land, or a territory of greater area by some 500,000 
acres than the great State of Georgia can boast of. 

This country is valuable to the State on account of its vast 
mineral resources, and as a grazing country, to say nothing of 
the fertile valleys of the Rio Grande, Pecos and other streams 
of less magnitude, from which varied interest and immense rev- 
enue may be expected i in a few years. 

It is the policy of the State at an early day to give encour- 
agement to the 'construetion of a railroad across the entire 
breadth of the State, which will doubtless, in time, be the great 
National railway. By this sale the State would lose control of 
said line for several hundred miles, and as a necessary conse- 
quence, the enhancement in value to the amount of millions of , 
dollars in land and other property. 

To conclude that it will be in time populated by a people an- 
tagonistjo in character to the great mass of the people of the 
State, is an assumption without warrant. 

Whoever has heard and believes in the existence of those 
vast mining interests which the report of the majority assume 
to be true, and whoever knows what millions of stock will, in à 
few years, roam over these vast plains, yielding an àndependent 
revenue to the State,of many thousands of dollars annually, 
will be last to allow so valuable a part of the country to pass 
from the control of Texas. 

If ihe General Government can in time renovate and develop 
the resources of this country, why may not the State of Texas 
avail herself of it also? Are we too poor? Do we lack the 
energy, or is it impossible for us to control the intelligence nec- 
essary to the development of these vast fields and mines of 
wealth ? If so, then indeed we are degraded. 

But sir, the State of Texas has no common destiny before her, 
and in a few years we may expect her to be the proudest in that 
galaxy of States which acknowledges few equals and no superi- 
ors.

he confidence of President Johnson in the people, and in the 
civil authorities of the State of Texas, of his reliance on us to 
render of our own willingness a full obedience to the laws of the 
land and a firm support of them. It is also an evidence of the 
patriotic determination of President Johnson to restore Texas, 
as far as on him it depends, to a full participation of all our 
rights as a member of the Federal Union, co-equal with any and 
all the other United States. It is also an evidence that Presi- 
dent Johnson has-not given credit to the gross misrepresentations 
of the citizens of Texas, so maliciously and industriously circu- 
lated by the enemies of the State, and that he has not partici- 
pated in the distrust which these enemies have labored to instill 
into the minds of others. It has seemed to the Committee on 
federal Relations that this peace Proclamation, restoring the en- 
joyment of civil rights to T'exas under these circumstances, in op- 
position to the wishes of a co-ordinate branch of the Federal 
Government, as evinced by their action, should render our citizens 
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doubly mindful to uphold- the President by persevering in our 
obedience to the laws, andin our support of good order and 
justice.

‘Fhe convenience of all parties interested would be consulted 
if a portion of the Indian Territory adjacent to Texas should be 
embraced with northern Texas, and with it'form a District for 
the United States District Court now sought to be obtained. 

It would obviate the inconvenience and € expease of compelling 

parties to travel two hundred miles and upwards to attend the 
United States District Court located in Arkansas. eS 

For these reasons your committee herewith report a bill as a 
substitute for the Senate bill, which includes the co-operation of 
our Senators in. Congress and embraces a part of the. Indian 

Territory with Northern. Texas, in the proposed Federal Judicial 
District herein sought. Your committee respectfully recommend 
its adoption. .

Bodies of soldiers of the United States army, are stationed 
in various parts of the interior of our State, a considerable part 
of whose duty if has been to execute orders eminating from the 
agents and sub-agents of the Freedmen’s Bureau. The law- 
abiding disposition of our people; the determination of our cit- 
izens to support the laws and maintain good order, and to co- 
operate, everywhere, at all times, and in reterence to all persons, 
in securing justice and protection—all of which is evinced by 
the tranquility prevailing throughout the State—renders the 
presence of troops unnecessary for any purposes of police or pro- 
tection in the interior districts. The Indian outrages upon our 
frontier loudly demand such protection there as only can be 
afforded ‘by armed soldiers. No disposition exists among our 
citizens, generally, to suffer wrong, oppression, or any injustice 
to be done to the negroes. ina 
. he bill referred to your committee, proposes to transfer the 

enforcement of’ certain laws, relating to.freedmen, from: soldiers 
of the army to the civil officers of the country—so far as-it is . 
in the power of the Legislature to do so—by. requiring sheriffs 
and constables to execute all legal processes ;which they may be . 
called on to do, by the agents of the Freedmen’s Bureau; thus 
rendering the presence of soldiers in the interior districts un- 
necessary. The bill also proposes to substitute, so far as de- 
pends on this Legislature, in the place of orders of individual 
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agents, the substantial justice which may be looked for from 
the civil tribunals of the State.

The specimens remaining 
in the Cabinet have been re-arranged by Dr. Buckley, lately 
Assistant Geologist, and though damaged by the loss of labels, 
they are still of great value and serve to indicate localities of 
great mineral wealth. 

Nearly the entire report of Dr. Buckley adverted to above, wa 
read before the two committees, to-wit: the Committee on 
Geolozical Bureau and that on State Affairs. Itis the unani- 

nous opinion of both committees, that the report embodies facts 
of great value in regard to the mineral wealth of T Texas, the 
localities, where it exists, and also pointing out where the 
geolngic cal formation gives reasons to believe that other valuable 
mineral wealth may be hereafter found. 

From the report of Dr. Buckley, from conversations with that

' The Joint Committee to whom was referred the charge of 
defalcation in the Land Office, have had the same under considera- 
tion, and the committee have instructed me o report the follow- 
ing facts + 

ist. We find that-the char ge relates to the last term of office 
served by Commissioner 8. ” Crosby, in which it appears he 
appointed three different persons to act as the Receiver." Capt. 
Fred W. Moore was first appointed, and served until the 1st of 
May, 1862, when by direction of the Commissioner, he trans- 
ferred his books and accounts and money on hand to Mr. B. M. 
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Elgin, the bonded “Chief, Clerk" at the time of this transfer; 
Mr. Moore turned over to Elgin, the sum of $8,163 82 in specie, 
as is shown by referring to Elgin's affidavit, exhibit “A,” hereto 
appended. It appears that Elgin served as “Receiver” from Ist 
of May, 1862, to 1st of April, 1864, when, by direction of the 
Commissioner he transferred his books and. cash on hand, to Mr. 
Stephen Minot, Receiver. At the time of this. transfer Mr. 
Minot received of Mr. Elgin, the sum of $7,060 13 in specie, as 
is shown by referring to exhibit ‘‘B,” Minot’s affidavit hereto 
attached the amount of $1,103 69, having been expended aa: 
is shown in Elgin's affidavit. We have examined the books and 
accounts of Capt. Moore and Mr. Elgin, -and do not find any 
culpable errors; and Mr. Minot, their successor, stated, when 
before us, that their books were fair, when turned over to him, 
and really, in case of Capt. Moore, showed thecash account in bis 
favor We therefore confine our report to the record of Mr. 
Minot’s administration. 

It appears by.referring to Minot's bond and oath of office 
exhibt “C,” that he qualified on the 1st of March, 1864. By 
referring however to “A” and “B,” it will be seen that the money 
was not counted out ¿and keys delivered-until 1st of April, and 
the expenditure of specie for the month of March is included in 
Elgin's account. 

2. Itis shown by the books of the 1st quarter, which begins 
Ist of March, 1864, and ends 31st of May, that the Receiver is 
charged with $7,280 68 in specie, and $5,560 33 State Warrants, 
and $45,243 36 in Confederate money. Of the specie thus 
charged on the books, Mr. Minot is only responsible for 
$7,060 13, the amount shown to be turned over to him. During . 
this time it appears that the Receiver credits his accounts by 
sundry reports to the Treasury, withdrawals and postage, as 
follows : 

$2, 953 88 in specie,. $842 98 in State- Warrants; and 
$22, 014 25 in Confederate money. In examining the books to 
find what became of the specie, we find on the 31st of May the 
. following very striking entry by the Receiver: 

“To amount of Andry specie deposits withdrawn, and Con- 
federatc money paid instead, the same having been paid. from 
time to time into the Treasury in Confederate money as per 
voucher filed, he having paid speeie to depositors $2,189 25. We 
found no vouchers on file for this item, and called both Minot ] 
and Orosby before us for an explanatien. Mr. Minot produced 
from his pocket exhibit “D” as his explanation, stating it was 
not left on file for private reasons, and was not presented to the 
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examining board by him for the same reasons; that he carried the 
key to the safe, kept the books, made out the reports to the 
Treasury, and paid in funds taking Comptroller's receipts. That 
the Commissioner did not regularly examine the accounts or 
count the money. Capt. Crosby, -on -his part, admitted the 
signature to exhibit “D” to be genuine, but denied all knowlede 
of its contents, and -called upon the Receiver to explain when 
and how he procured it, which was not satisfactorily done. The 
Commissioner then stated, he was in the habit of trusting the 
whole matter to the Receiver, and as this was in form of a Report, 
presumed it had been presented at some time with the Reports, 
for that quarter and he had signed itas a report without an 
examination. From the face of the paper, conduct of the parties, 
and statement of other employees, we are of the opinion that 
the Receiver failed to explain how he came in possession of this 
paper; in fact the statements of both in respect to it was unsatis- 
factory. For the quarter we observed in the book various 
charges, showing specie paid for postage at different times to the 
amount of $7 75, which the Receiver admitted he used himself, 
saying nothing about it, which was a contradictien of his charge 
in the books. 

3. From thé books we sce that in the month of June the 
Receiver is charged with money in hand as follows : 

$4,326 80, in specie: $4,799 38, in State paper; $29,633 21 
in Confederate money. Thatin this month, the Confederate 
money is exchanged for new issue, at three fortwo, For this 

eriod the Receiver has made entry of expenditures as follows : 

$854 10 in specie ; $3,770 50 in State paper, and $3,095 26, 
Confederate money; and for the months of July and August 
it appears he had on hand $3,472 40. specie, $1,091 80 State 
money, and $21,713 28 in Confederate money. Whilst for 
these months his books show an expenditure of $747 02, specie; 
$12 40 State Warrants, and $1,746 43 in Confederate moneys. 
In casting up the additions for this period we find he has made 
an error of $100 00 in the specie column, and his books show 
specie carried to next quarter $2,725 68, when it really is 
$2,825 68. We find this error carried entirely through the 
books of the office uncorrected. Mr. Minot admitted it, and 
said the specie ought to be in his hands, that he had used it and 
would replace it as soon as possible; that the Commissioner 
knew nothing about it. In addition to this, we find the following 
entry on 22nd of June, 1864: 

“ To amount reported to the Treasury in Confederate money, 
on the following claims : 
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“S. T. King, $80 00; A. Bryant, $80 00; G. C. Bowlin, 
$80 00; J. S. Hendrick, $80 00; B. Estis, $80 00; J. C. 
Philips, $80 00; 8. D. Burks, $80 00 ; L. Baize, $56 00 ; D. 
J. Dobbins, $71 00; T. R. Pittner, $10 00 ; N ancy Beaty, 
$20 00 ; C. W. Beasly, $10 00; W. J. Riley, $20 00; T. 
Shierly, '890, 00, and J. Thorp, $10 00, $777 75.” 

We called on the Receiver to explain what become of his 
voucher, or the specie which in this entry disappears from the 
books and safe; he had no voucher, and the money was used, 
and no effort was made to connect the Commissioner with it who 
disclaimed any knowledge of the transaction until.called to his 
attention by the committee. The items of money charged as 
expended for postage, the Receiver used himself. 

4. From the 1st of September to 29th of November, 1864, 
the books show the Receiver charged with money on hand, 
amounting to $2,825 68 in specie ; $I, 099 40 1n State Warrants, 
and $24, 036 95 in Confederate money. During this perid his 
charges in the cash account of expenditures amount to $833 32 
specie ; $2 60 in State Warrants, and $5,939 28 in Confeder- 
ate money. In our examination of the books for this period, we 
find some entries which show specie reported to Treasury in 
kind, and others showing transfer of money from one account to 
another, in which specie disappears fiom the books and safe; 
- other entries show fund reports to Treasury on claims, but pay- 
ment is made in Confederate money, and the books do not show 
the specie paid to depositors or to the Commissioner. By reier- 
ing to exhibit *E," the certificate of the Comptroller, it will be 
seen that no specie or warrants was paid in the Treasury by 
Minot in his administration. 

5. From the Ist of December, 1864, to 6th of June, 1865, 
the books show the Receiver to be charged with funds in hand 
and deposits for the time as follows : 

$1,992 36 in specie; $5,314 80 in State Warrants, and 
$21,499 94 in Confederate money; and the books show for this 
period an expendiiure at different times amounting to $1,892 36 
in specie ; $88 63 in State Warrants, and $3,101 05 in Con- 
federate money. Thus leaving a balance in the hands of the 
Receiver amounting to $100 00 in specie; $5,226 65 State 
Warrants, and $18,895 94 in Confederate money, as shown by 
the books. We find in this period in the books many items of, 
specie expended in transfer from the account of one man to that - 
of another, also withdrawals, exchanges and postage. On the books 
wefind thisentry. “To eight hundred dolalrsin specie exchanged 
for $4,000 00 in Confederate money, at 20 cents on the dollar, 
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There is no order or voucher we have found in which Mr. Minot had 
authority for this exchange. In his statement before the exam- 
ining board appointed by Governor Hamilton, the Receiver said 
the exchange was made by consent of Crosby, to cover a deficit in 
Capt. Moore's books; and, the entry was wrong, and proposed to 
change it from Confederate money to State Warrants, which 
Gov. Pease refused to let him do. In his statement to us, he 
says there was no error in Moore's books, which of his statements 
are true, we do not know. He produced no evidence connecting 
the Commissioner with it, and his affidavit shows he (the Com- 
missioner) did not get any of the money so exchanged. In 
looking over the books we notice many charges, showing State 
Warrants reported to the Treasury, when really there was none 
paid in; it seems they were kept on hand to accumulate interest 
to balance accounts at the close of the books. By referring to 
exhibit “F” ıt will be soon that the Warrants in the Treasury 
(now worthless,) if placed to the credit of the Receiver at face 
value, will leave still a defficit of $3,431 75 unaccounted for, save 
by the charges in the books, which of themselves are meager 
evidence, especially as they seem to conflict. The evidence 
before us shows that ihe Receiver had. $7,060 13 specie, and 
exhibit “E” shows he only left $3,628 38 in State Warrants in- 
stead, which leaves a deficit still of $3,431 75 as mentioned; 
even if we assume that the whole amount was placed there by 
the Receiver, instead of the specie withdrawn, it still leaves a 
deficit, for we are of the opinion that the Receiver is not entitled 
to credit of the interest that has accrued since the deposit. 

It will also be seen that there is $18,395 94 in Confederate 
money on deposit, which has accumulated on pre-emption and set- 
tlers’ claims &c., The law under which these deposits were made, 
was passed after the commencement of the war, but we do not think 
it is embraced under the head of“‘laws passed in aid of Rebellion,” 
and therefore is not declared to be void by the Convention, 
at least there is a doubt on the subject. Under the law now in 
force the Commissioner is required to account for the Goverment 
dues upon each claim patented, and the Confederate money will 
not be received by the Comptroller. We do not think these 
parties should be compelled to pay again upon the claim’, or 
that the Commissioner should be held responsible for the amounts 
upon each claim. We therefore recommend the passage of a law 
authorizing the Commissioner to issue patents upon these claims, 
to the parties or theirassignees, as the law provides, and report 
the same as coming under this act of relief, accompanying the 
Report with the original certificate of deposit signed by the 
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Receiver. We have made a rigid examination in the books to 
ascertain the names of the parties who from time to time made 
deposits, and whose claims still remain in the office, and we’ 
subjoin exhibit “G,” giving name, amount, and number of 
claims. There may be some that we have overlooked, who are 
in like condition, but most all of these parties deposited in the 
office specie upon their claims, and we think are entitled to the 
saine relief with those of the first class mentioned, who made 
deposits in Confederate money, and we are therefore preparing a 
bill for that purpose. l 

6. In summing up the facts, as developed on this investiga- 
. tion, we are of the opinion that there was no collusion between 
the Commissioner and the Receiver, or private understanding to 
jointly withdraw the specie and substitute other funds; that 
we have had no evidence before us that the Commissioner ever 
received any of the money save that shown in exhibit “D;” and 
from all the circumstances surrounding this voucher, and the 
conduct of the Receiver in regard to it, we are of the opinion 
it was obtained in the manner stated by Commissioner. On the 
other hand we have positive evidence and admissions of 
the Receiver, that he did use certain amounts, and the books 
show that there are others not admitted, of which he had the 
money, and does not give any satisfactory account of it to us, 
and he does not connect the Commissioner with it. - By examin- 
ing the law relating to this subject to acertain who the responsi- 
ble parties are, we are of the opinion the Receiver cannot be 
proceeded against by the State, notwithstanding his bond is a 
good one, for the reason that there is no law that requires a bond 
of him, and the bond given being an additional requisite intro- 
duced by the Commistioner without sanction of law, amounts to 
nothing so far as the right of the State is concerned. The 
Commissioner we find is responsible, upon his bond, for all monies 
paid in on special deposits that are authorized by law. The 
general deposits he is not responsible for, as he is not required to 
receive them. It appears also that under the system introduced 
after the appointment of a Receiver, that the Commissioner 
never received or receipted for deposits, that this was all done by 
the Receiver, who it appears has failed to account for the money. 
And how far the Commissioner is responsible for the acts 
ef this Receiver in whose hands this money is shown to be when 
it disappeared ; and how far he has rendered himself culpable or 
liable in not mcre closely inspect:ng the books of the receiving 
clerk, and the dispositions he made of the money, are questions 
of a judicial character we do not determine, and respectfully re- 
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fer them to the Legislature for such action as may be necessary 
in the premises. We are unable to report what amount of this 
specie $7,060 13, which came into Mr. Minot’s hands, was general 
deposits, and how muchspecial for which the Commissioner would 
be accountable to the State, as much of it was paid in years ago 
and letters making the deposits are not filed, and the entry in 
the books do not state in each case. 

It is difficult to determine, also, how much the Commissioner 
would be responsible for of this deficit in the Receiver’s account. 
We therefore only attempt an aggregate approximate. It is 
shown that $7,060 13 came into his hands on the Ist of April, 
1864, and gradually it is absorbed by withdrawals, report to 
Treasury and postage, &c., in each quarter and prominent items 
given, showing character of absorption. It is also shown that 
Treasury warrants have been substituted which at face value are 
. $3,628 38 which if deducted from the specie at par, leaves 

$3,431 75 unaccounted for; but then it is said he is entitled to 
credit of the interest, and to give that still leaves a deficit of 
specie of $2,053 13. There is another question also suggested. 
The law required funds to be kept separate and reported in 
kind, and no authority was given either the Receiver or Commis- 
sioner to exchange funds, or to withhold specie or warrants and 
pay in Confederate money, and yet the same law made it a legal 
tender for Government dues, so far as the State was concerned 
with the individual. To adopt the principle suggested, would not 
allow the Receiver any credit upon the warrants; undoubtedly 
some of these warrants were-paid in on claims presented during 
the war, which are still unpatented; and itis a liberal estimate 
to give him credit on his deficit to amount of principal of the 
warrants on hand, as they were at the time par funds tor Gov- 
ernment dues in the office. This being done, it remains for 
the Legislature to determine whether it will hold the Com- 
missioner responsible, upon his bond, for the deficit of the Re- 
ceiver, of whose official acts it seems he was ignorant, or in 
which it appears to us he took but little part. It is the opin- 
ion of the Committee that the parties should be relieved by 
the acts we suggest, leaving the State to lose its repudia- 
ted paper found in its offices. Many of the claims have per- 
haps been abandoned, and the parties entitled to their mon- 
ey which they deposited. They have their right of action 
against the Receiver or Commissioner, whose certificate of 
deposit they hold, and can sue and recover. Those who deposited 
State warrants or Confederate money do not wish to withdraw it, 
as it is worthless. Since the repudiation, both the State and in- 
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dividual care nothing about it, but on all claims for which it 
was deposited that may hereafter be perfected, we believe the 
parties should have their patents, having acted under the law in 
good faith. All of which is respectfully submitted.:

EXHIBIT “A.” 


Robert M. Elgin, states that he acted as Receiver of the Gen- 
eral Land Office of the State of Texas, from the Ist ot May, 
1862, until the lst of April, 1864. That when he commenced 
acting as Receiver, there came into his hands the sum of 
$8,163 82 in specie, which had previously been deposited by in- 
dividuals in advance for dues, patent fees and settlers' claims 
thereafter to accrue against them. That previous to the 1st of 
December, 1862, he paid into the State Treasury the sum of 
$48 86 on account of dues and patent fees, of which the sum of 
$95 35 was paid into the office in spetie for dues and patent 
fees, and the residue of $13 51 was paid out of said deposits, 
leaving i in his hands on the ist of December, 1862, a balance of 
said deposits amounting to $8,150 31. That after the Ist of 
December, 1862, he never paid into the State Treasury any 
specie on account of dues, patent fees or settlers’ claims. That 
he turned over to Stephen Minot, on the 1st of April, 1864, the 
sum of $7,060 13 in specie, and the balance of $1,090 18 was 
either withdrawn in specie by the parties who deposited it or 
paid out in specie by him for said parties, with the exception of 
$170 which he received in specie from these deposits on account 
of dues and patent fees, and accounted for the same to the State 
Treasury in State Treasury warrants on the 31st of May, 1863. 

Stephen Minot was appointed Receiver on the Ist of March 
1864. He had been keeping the books for nearly the whole time 
said Elgin acted, except the cash book, which Elgin kept himself, 
and which was closed on the last of February, Minot receipting 
for the balances on hand at that time, though the money was 
not counted out or the keys delivered for some days thereafter. 
As the exact day is not remembered, the lst of April is agreed 
upon as the time at which the transfer was made, though this 
affiant will only swear of his own knowledge so far as the cash 
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book kept by himself extends. After the Ist of March, Minot

Stephen Minot, after having been duly sworn by Swante Palm, 
a Justice of the Peace in and. for Travis county, State of Texas, 
states that he commenced acting as Receiver of the General 
Land Office of the State of Texas, on the 1st day of April, 1864, 
and continued to act in that capacity until the 16th of J uly 
1865. That when he commenced his duties as Receiver, there 
was paid over to him in specie the sum of $7,060 13 ‘by Robert 
M. Elgin, which amount had ‘been previously deposited in the 
Land Office. by individualsin advance for dues, patent fees and 
settlefs' claims and postage, thereafter to accrue against them. 
That while he was Receiver he never accounted for or paid into 
thé State Treasury any specie on account of dues, patent fees, 
or settlers’ claims, That on the 28th day of February, 1865, he 
with the advice and consent of Stephen Crosby, exchanged eight 
hundred dollars of the above deposits for interest bearing State 
Treasury warrants to tre amount of four thousand dollars, A part 
of this exchange was made with Gov. Murrah, a part with R. M. 
Elgin, and a part with himself. These Treasury ‘warrants are 
now in the Land Office on deposit. The balance of said deposits, 
amounting to $6,260 13 ‘has all been withdrawn in specie for or 
by the parties who made the deposit, with the exception of a few 
deposits (and fragments of deposits, varying in amount from 
twenty-five cents to a dollar or two,) "which have been retained 
by him, and Confederate notes or Treasury warrants paid into 
the State Treasury, and for postage and incidental charges for 
the parties who made the deposits.

Sır : The Select Committee, wlio were created by the House 
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for the purpose of ascertaining the existence of cholera in the 
city of Austin, submit the following, as the result of the strictest 

scrutiny and impartial investigation. The committee premise 
their conclusions, by stating, that it was impossible to examine 
the cases purportirg to be the subjects of the disease in question, 
as they had paid the debt of nature, and had been consigned to 
the tomb, but they obtained the opinions and statements based 
on professional reputation, not only of the medical faculty of the 
city, who had treated the cases above alluded to, but of others 
who are in daily and habitual practice. 

Two cases of cholera, of a disease analagous in its nature, have 
occurred within the past week, one among the Federal troops, 
stationed in the rear of the capitol, the other in the person of a 
wagoner, who had butsrecently returned from Lavaca ; the first 
of these cases is classed in the Surgeon's report as a ' veritable 
case of cholera, and was regarded as such by him. The case was 
wholly sporadic, and though no quarantine or other effort was 

made to separate the party from the rest of the garrison, no other 
case has occurred. 

The case of the wagoner is involved in some doubt, as the 
subject was a man who was grossly intemperate and incautious 
in his diet, indulging freely in fruit of every description on his 
route to this place. The physician who attended him was called 
in twelve hours after ihe severity of the attack was established, 
sought, nor had any advice or consultation with his peers, yet 
gives 16 as his unbiased opinion, that the malady from which the 
patient succumbed was Asiatic’ cholera. 

A case of sudden death occurred on the night of the 20th in 
the person a freedwoman, but medical aid was not obtained, 
until sh» wasin articvio mortis ; and from facts elicited from her 
relatives and ‘acquaintances she seems to have been subject to 
attacks of colic and cholera morbus, from one of which it is sup- 
posed she died, as she had indulged freely in indigestible sub- 
stances on the day anterior to her demise. 

It is a fact gathered from the united testimony of the physi- 
cians of this city, some of whom are gentlemen of varied scientific 
skill and ability, that the existing diseases partake in no wise of 
the nature of cholera, which is nearly conclusive evidence of its 
non-existence, and even cases of dysentery remain purely local 
yithout involvi ing other parts of the alimen‘ary canal ; and the 
committee are forced to the conclusion that epidemic cholera has 
not existed, nor does it prevail at this time in the eity, and the 
fear that exists in the minds of many is gratuitous and wholly 
causeless,

B. Coffee to give 
to said Coffee, for his own individual services, one-fourth of all 
the cotton which he might collect or procure under this appoint- 
-ment. 

Acting under this appointment, as above, Wm. B. Coffee col- 
lected in different places, one hundred and five bales of cotton, 
or thereabouts, which he conveyed to Galveston. While this 
cotton was lying at Galveston, and in possession of the memori- 
alist, it was forcibly seized by G. W. Dent, claiming to act on 
b-half of the Federal authcritiés, and in opposition to the protest 
of Wm. B. Coffee, acting as a duly appointed agent of the State 
of Texas.. To recover this cotton, or the value thereof, for the 
use of the State of Texas, to which it properly belongs; your 
committee have reported a joint resolution, and respectfully re- 
commend its passage. It will be observed that the joint resolu- 
tion does not authorize the appropriation of any money, but 
merely to carry into effect the contract made with Wm.

By this it will be observed 
that the company is not confined to contracting, suing, pleading, 
answering, &c., in all matters whatsoever alone, pertaining to 
the business of a Wharf and Press Company, but are permitted 
to sue, contract, plead and answer in all matters whatsoever, 
outside of the legitimate business for which the company ap- 
pears to have been incorporated. This, however, I presume was 
an unintentional omission in drafting the bill. 

The most serious objection is to the second Section of the act 
which is clearly in conflict with the 24th Section of the 7th 
Article of the Constitution. This section of the act not only 
provides for the object mentioned in the title, but in addition 
provides for the erection of a flouring mill or “mills whenever the 
public convenience shall require or justify. Also mills for the 
dressing or preparing lumber for use, and establish a dry dock or 
docks with suitable ways for the building of vessels and steam- 
boats.” It is very evident that the building of flouring mills 
and lumber-dressing mills, as contemplated by this provision, is 
entirely independent of, and in no wise connected with the ob- 
jects of the act as expressed in the title; and it is by no means 
"free trom doubt that erection of dry docks for the purposes and 
in the manner provided, is not also liable to the same objection. 
In the case of Tadlock vs. Eccles, (20th Texas Report 792,) where 
an act to consolidate the Texas Monumental Committee and the 
Texas Military Institute with Centerville College was brought 
in question, the Supreme Court says : 

“Tt could not have meant that the word object should be un- 
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derstood in the sense of provision, for that would render the title 
to the act as’ long as the act itsel Various and.numerous pro- 
visions may be necessary to accomplish the one general object 
which an act of the Legislature proposes. Nor could it be in- 
tended that no act of legislation should be constitutional which 
had reference to the accomplishment of more than one ultimate 
end, for an act having one main or principal object in view may 
incidentally effect or be promotive of others, and it would be 
impossible so to legislate as to prevent this consequence. The 
intention doubtless was to prevent embracing in an act havirg 
one ostensible object provisions having no relevancy to that ob- 
ject, but really designed to effectuate other and wholly different 
objects, and thus to conceal or disguise the real object proposed 
by the provisions of an act under a false or deceptive title." 

From this decision it would seem that all subjects having rela- 
| tion or affinity to one another may be embraced in the same bill 
under one title ; but it cannot be seen how the various enter- 
prises mentioned in the second-section cau bear that relation. In 
any event, it is clear that the title is not sufficiently broad to 
cover the enacting clause referred to, but as these purposes are 
laudable, and as the public might be benefited by the incorpora- 
tion of companies to carry into effect the objects contemplated, 
I would have no hesitation in signing bills for such purposes 
when properly presented. 

There is another objectión, though not insuperable to which I 
desire your attention. It is that of restricting the right of the 
people to participate in the benefits conferred by such acts of in- 
corporation. 

Persons living near the localities contemplated for the opera- 
tion of incorporated companies, should be allowed to participate 
in the benefits conferred. And especially should this be the case 
where persons are interested in lands and property contiguous to 
the localities where works are sought to be erected. It is not 
just to the people, that a select few who have large means should 
be alone favored. I call your especial attention to this, because 
this bill, and others presented incorporate certain persons, and 
confer certain powers and privileges which it appears to me 
should only be held by them as T'rustees for the benefit of the 
publie. Unquestionably.the true policy is to open books and 
allow subscriptions. 

This bill does not specifically confine the operations of this 
company to Houston or Galveston. It does not say that the 
company is incorporated for the purpose of owning and con- 
structing its wharves, mills and docks in Houston and Galveston, 
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and if the words “Houston” and “Galveston, " were stricken 
from the bill, it would be apparent to the most careless reader, 
as it really is, a company incor ‘porated to operate anywhere and 
everywhere thr oughout the universe. If the names of these two 
goodly cities were “not in the bill, there would be a Wharf and 
Press Company incorporated without a prefix-or given name, and 
with no local habitation. 


I would respectfully suggest to your honorable body that great 
care should be used in all acts of incorporation, and that no 

power or privileges be granted except those specially incident 
and necessary to effect the legitimate objects intended te be at- 
tained by such laws; and the powers given and’ privileges con- 
ferred should be specially named, and: not left to inference or 
implication. 

The general objects of the bill under consideration are proper, 
and I will not refuse to sign separate bills, properly framed, 
when presented. 

The bill is returned for your reconsideration. .

Sir; I have been informed that a bill to be entitled “An ‘Act 
for.the assessment and collection of taxes and the appointment 
of a State Collector,” has been reported by the Finance Com- 
mittee, 1ead in the House the first time, and been ordered to be 
printed, I'further understand that the Finance Committee were 
informed that this bill met with my approval. Thisisa mistake, 
which I desire to be permitted to correct. 

The assessment bill,-as originally drawn up, did not provide 
for the creation of the novel office of a “State Collector,” charged 
with the duties which from “the first organization of the State 
Government have been assigned to the Comptroller of Public 
Accounts. In its origi.al rorm, the supervision and control of 
the assessment and collection of taxes was left, as always hereto- 
fore, to the Comptroller of Public Accounts, In this form the 
bill was submitted to me, and commended itself to my judg- 
ment as unobjectionable in the main. The radical change since 
made in the bill, by which the supervision and ‘control of the 
assessment and, collection of taxes, is proposed to be taken from 


“a 
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the Comptroller and conferred upon a new functionary, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, so far from meeting my approval, has 
occasioned me no little surprise, and now impels me to the ex- 
pression of objections which appear to me to be insuperable. 

The office of Comptroller of Public Accounts derives its origin 
and authority from the Constitution of the State. The duties 
of that officer are car efully and amply defined in the laws of the 
State.. He is ‘to superintend the fiscal concerns of the State.” 
He is ‘‘to keep and state all aeceunts ia which the State is inter- 
ested, and suggest plans for the improvement and managerent 
of the public revenue.” “He shall examine and settle the 
accounts of all persons indebted to the State, and direct and su- 
perintend the collection of all moneys due the State.” “He 
shall require all persons who shall have received any moneys be- 
longing to the State, and shall not have accounted therefor, to 
settle their accounts.” He shall “from time to time require all 
persons receiving moneys or having the disposition or manage- 
ment of any property of the State, of which an account is kept 
in his office, to render statements thereof to him.” - “He shall 
prescribe and furnish forms to be used by all persons in the col- 
lection of the public revenue, and the- mode and manner of 22 
ing and stating their accounts." 

“These are some of the specified duties of the Comptroller, as 
defined by the first Legislature called into existence by the Cen- 
stitution which created the office. Can there be a doubt that it 
was in the contemplatioa of just such duties that thé office was 
created ? They are implied in its official title, are appropriate 
to it, and to it alone, of all the public trusts erected by the Cen- 
stitution, 

For the faithful execution of these duties, the Comptroiler 
makes his bond and gives his oath. 

In view of these duties the present incumbent, as well as his 
predecessors, was elected by the people of the State. 

Now, the supervision and control of the assessment and collec- 
lion of the taxes constitutes and comprises four-fifths of all 
of the “fiscal concerns" of the State, and of all of the duties 
which pertain to the Comptroller of Public Accounts. Take 
from that officer this supervision and control, and in two years’. 
time, or so-soon as the State indebtedness shall be audited, and 
his office, though created by the Constitution itself, will become 
a mere sinecure. Its responsible power and obligations will all, 
by such a bill as the present, nave been transferred to a new 
functionary, not created by the Constitution, but simply by the 
law, not elective by the people, as the Constitution contemplates, 
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-but appointed by the Executive of the State for the time being. 


Is it not too obvious to permit of an argument, that such a 
diversion of the appropriate-duties of the Comptrcller to a new 
and independent official, is in palpable derogation and violation 
of the fundamental law of the State ? If not, then it must be 
equally competent to subvert, by legislation, the constitutional 
authority of all other departments of the State Government ; to 
transfer from the State Treasurer the custody of the public funds, 


. from the courts of the country the judicial functions, and from 


the Governor of the State the chief executive power. 

As already remarked, the supervision and control of the 
assessment and collection of taxes comprises the great mass of 
the duties of the Comptroller. When the State indebtedness 
shall have been audited and adjusted, it will constitute almost 
the whole of them. Those duties Wiverted, the office will be a 
sinecure which no man of self-respect would consent to hold. 
Deprived of the supervision and control of the assessment and 
collection of taxes, and of the insight into the ‘fiscal concerns" 
of the State only derivable therefrom, the Comptroller would be 
of necessity incapacitated for the performance of those functions 
required of him by the law, and inseperably connected with 
such supervision and control. How could he “suggest plans for 
the improvement and management of the public revenue?” 
justly esteemed one of the most important of his duties, when 
considered in connection with the control of the tax system. 
How could he.“ superintend. the fiscal.concerns" of the State, 
comprised as they almost entirely are in the administration of 
the tax system? It may be replied that by the provisions of 


. the bill the ‘‘ State Collector" is required to make certain 


- 


monthly reports to the Comptroller. But it is only contem- 
plated that such reports, shall comprise results, aggregates of 
amounts or figures, not such details as are indispensable to a 
thorough understanding of the revenue system and fiscal con- 
cerns of the State. Indeed it would not be possible: in the 


nature ot things for one officer, by any sort of “reports,” to 


endow another officer with such a knowledge of complicated 
revenue concerns as is only to be acquired through the personal 
management of them. | 

It may be pertinently asked, what is the occasion or necessity 
for. the creation of a Tax Bureau, separate from and independent 
of the Comptroller? To this inquiry I have heard of but two 
answers attempted. In the first place. it is intimated that the 
Comptroller is so 1nuch engrossed with other business that he 


. cannot give to the. collection of the revenue the attention it 
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requires. To this I reply, that no one has heard the present 
incumbent complain of the burdens of his office, nor is he likely 
to doso.. Nor can it be truthfully said that he has, in any re- 
'speet, neglected his duties pertaining either to the tax system of 
otherwise. In the second place, it is hinted that no elective 
officer can be relied on for an efficient execution of that power, 
proposed by the bill to be conferred on the “ State Collector," of 
decapitating delinquent Assessors and Collectors. ‘This is danger- 
ous and delicate ground. Arbitrary power is not the genius of our 
institutions. If necessary to be conferred upon any one, it appears 
to me to be more in harmony with the spirit of those institntions 
that it should be conterred upon an officer elected by the people 
rather than one appointed by any other authority whatever. It 
was for this reason that, in my report to the Governor, I xecom-. 
mended that the power of removing delinquent Assessors and 
Collectors should be vested in the Governor himself, who repre- 
sents in the highest executive capacity the whole people of the 
State. I took 1t for. granted that in confiding such a power to 
any functionary whatever, the Legislature would throw around 
the revenue officer ample security for his just rights. It does 
not follow that because such a power might be safely confided to 
a high execùtive officer elected by the people, it might be also 
proper to entrust it to an executive appointee. No matter how 
slight might be the cause for apprehension of the abuse of such 
a power by any individual at present contemplated as its recip- 
ient, vet such. a precedent is pregnant with dangers. Laws are, 
or should be, made for permanency, not for this year or next, 
nor with a view to this individual or the other as their minister. 
The only additional reason I have heard. assigned for the crea- 
tion of a separate Tax Bureau, is some imaginary economical 
result to eventuate therefrom. Such a supposition indicates a 
singular misconception of the case, or a strange obliquity of the 
per ‘ceptions of those who entertain it. What saving in the 
supervision and control of Assessors and Collectors can be effoc- 
ted by a State Collector that is not equally feasible by the 
Comptrolier? What..expense or outlay in the supervision and 
control of Assessors .and Collectors is there entailed upon the 
Comptroller that will not be equally entailed upon the “ State 
Collector ?” Will not the duties and the labor be identically 
- the same, whether the system is administered by the Comptroller 
or “State-Collector ?" Will not the same clerical force per- 
form those duties and that labor as well under the one as the 
other. official, and for the same compensation ? There is, how- 
cver, one difference, and But one, in the economy of the two 
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systems, and that is the salary of the “State Collector.” But 
that difference goes on the wrong side of the account for the 
argument of the advocates of the new creation. "That salary. 
will bé just so much additional expense to the State, and there- 
fore 1t is indisputable that the argument of economy is opposed 
to its creation. 

The objections which I have submitted to that featurd' of the 
bill ereating a Tax Bureau, independent of the Comptroller’s 
office, might be elaborated and enforced to a much greater 
extent, but deeming them already sufficiently indicated, I for- 
bear. Having sought at the hands of the people the position of 
Comptroller, in full view of all its duties and responsibilities, I 
should deem myself derelict in my duty if I suffered to go 
uncorrected the misconception of my views upon this subject, to 
which I have already adverted. This, and not an inclination to 
obtrude my own opinions upon you or upon the honorable rep- 
resentatives of the people, is, I hope, an ample justification of 
this communication.

Mr. Smith of Harris made the following report from Com- 
mittee on Federal Relations : ' 
: Committee Roow, . 

October 8, 1866. 
Hon. N. M. Burford, Speaker of House of Lt epresentatives : 

Sık: The Committee on Federal Relations, to which was: re- 
ferred the letter of Brevet Major General. Kiddoo, Assistart Com- 
missioner of the Freedmen’s Bureau, of August 8, 1866, addressed 
to Major General O. O. Howard, Commissioner ofthe Freéd men's 
Bureau, with instructions to inquire into and report on certain 
statements and allegations made by Gen. Kiddoo in the letter 
above adverted to, respectfully report as follows : 

It would not be fitting; in the opinion of your Committee, that 
the Legislature should notice the mass of libels and falsehoods 
With which the people of Texas have been for some time past 
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assailed by: renegades and unscrupulous enemies.’ But the alle- 

gations of Brevet- Major General: Kiddoo'come to us wearing a 
different character. ' He is an officer of the Federal Government, 

writing of miatters coming within the province ‘of duties assigned 
to him ; being an official communication to ‘his stiperior, his 
statements are made’ “on honor,” which is the soldier’s oath. 

That the extent and gravity of thé allegations made by Gen: 
Kiddoo may be known with'exactness, a copy of his letter is: 
herewith submittéd. As your committee are not writing a crit- 
cism on this curious letter of Gen. Kiddo, portions of the same 
will be passed ‘over without: notice, though well calculated to: 
provoke remark. - 

: As your committee do not balite the object of the l[ouse in’ 
referring to them this letter would. be answered by a general de- 
nial of the allegations and. imputations of Gen. Kiddo, they de: 
termined to inquire into the matters in question, as far as the 
nature of the allégatiohs will admit, and to present the results of 
their inquiries. The presence of gentlemen. in the Legislature 
from every district of the State, as well as of numerous other 
gentlemen at the seait'of gover ninent from various parts of Texas, 
with other sources of Information, has enabled the committee to 
make their inquiries so general and so minute as must be satis- 
factory and enforce belief. 

Your committee have determined to present in their repor t the 
truth—full, frank, and unvarnished—whether it shall tell for the 
people of Texas or against them. 

There is a considerable amount of vice and crime inseparable 
from human nature and human society. Considering the large 
number of soldiers.of the Confederate army, whose means of sub- 
sistence were swept from them after its surrender; considering 
the large ntimber of federal soldiers and déserters remaining 
among us; bearing in mind that-there have been some two hun- 
dred thousand negroes-suddenly released from their former con- 
trol and turned loose with -arms in their hands, a large increase 
in the amount of violence and crime was to have been anticipa- 
ted. Yet careful inquiry has satisfied your‘committee that the 
increase of crime and violenée, particularly fn the white inhabi- 

tants, has-been small—so small as scar cely to be appreciable. The 
facts, too, tell well for the former moral training of the negro. 

The chi nged condition of the negroes requires a fuller consid- 
b Formerly, outrage on a negro and the niurder of him 

vas @ very rare occurrence 1n tliis State. The interest as weil as 
ilie attachment of the master protected him. ' Your committee 
have learned that in several parts of the State there have been

murders of negroes, inconsiderable indeed in number, but of more 
frequent occurrence than under the former condition. of things. 
They cannot find the slightest reason to attribute. this to any 
hostility of race towards ‘them. They wander about now subject 
to all the temptations to vice, and without the individual protec- 
tion just adverted to; they are universally supplied with fire-` 
arms and other we eapons; they are taucht in their more or less 
secret drillings to use them, and thus they are often the victima. 
of the unrestrained passions of each other; they rouse the pas- 
sions of worthless white men, and lose their lives in the conflict.. 
These facts are stated by the committee in their fullest offersive-. 
ness and extent, but they furnish no grounds for the allegation 
that negroes are subject to outrage, or unprotected by law and 
by public sentiment. The number of offences cognizable by law, 
committed by negroes, has much increased since their emanci pa~, 
tion. But your committee learn on careful and full inquiry that 
that where negroes are arraigned before the'courts of justice, jt 
is the uniform. practice. of the court to assign for their counsel 
the ablest lawyers at the bar; and your committee do not believe: 
a case has occurred in the State where the rigor of the law has 
been invoked in a spirit of harshness toward the negro; and the- 
sentiment of the people is in consonance with the Lumane justice 
of the courts. : 

In the numerous transactions of petty business between white 
men and negroes, daily occurring, it is almost a matter of course 
that there should be cases where negroes are defrauded and mis- 
treated by bad white men; but itisbelieved there is not a State 
in the Union where such 11j istice is less frequent than in. Texas. 
The old sentiment that there 1s peculiar meanness in cheating a 
negro, still obtains, and as a general rule, the negro is paid his 
wages even in preference to a white man. Itis-almost universal 
that negroes are paid honestly and promptly for their labor. 

With the exception ot crimes and outrages committed by a 
certain class of persons now among us, to be hereafter stated, 
person and property are as secure m Texas as in any other State. 
Neither political opinions nor color expose any individual to out- 
rage, indignity, or even to insult. Fhe disposition of the people 
is universally that of obedience to law. Persons of all races and 
and of ull political opinions traverse every district m the State 
with. as little risk of violence or insult as they ean do in any State 
of the Union. Torake the State and collect every alleged as 
well as real vinlation of the law, and on such material to arraign 
our citizens, 1s as absurd and as unjust as it would be to collect 
the records of the criminal courts of Boston and New York, as 
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published in their daily papers, and parade the same as a'true 
account of the moral and social condition of all classes. of their 
people. 

Your committee therefore, frora.a careful and conscientious ra-. 
view of the-faets and circumstances in ihe matter referred to 
thèm, have been forced to the conclusion that the credility -of 
Major General Kiddo has béen practised on; that he: has been 
the victim of hoax arid malice; that he has been made the scav- 
enger, probably unwittingly, for gathering up the vices and crimes 
which may have been cummitted throughout the State, -and that. 
on such grounds he has made allegations against the citizens “of 
Texas which are not true. 


"Your committee would here conclude their report, did not 
Gen. K ddo's call for "troops to sustain his agents and make 
arrests," demand attention; It is to crimes and outrages com- 
mitted by soldiers stationed among us, that your committee ad- 
verted in a previous portion of this, their report, The much 
larger proportioa of outrages. committed in T'exas within the 
last year, haye been committed by the soldiers stationed in our 
midst, and your committee learn, on thorough inquiry, that in: 
nearly every case the soldiers have been the wanton, ur provoked 

agoressors. It isa striking fact connected with this subject 
that where the officers commanding posts -have been animated 
by kindly sentiments, and maintained di scipline, scarcely a dis- 
turbance has occurred.- For the.truth of the statem»nt made 
above, your committee appeal to the following facts: . 

1l. Mr. Ben. F. Hill, an old and respectable citizen of the 
State, was placed in the county jail for protection. The jail 
was broken operi by negro soldiers and Mr. Hill was murdered 
in cold blood. The murderers were never punished, or oven 
tried. This took place in Victoria. 


2. In Victoria, in July ——, a German citizen was murdered, 
-by two negroes, They were indicted: the military refused to 
. let the sheriff arrest them after their indictment, 

3. In Victoria, in September, two colored soldiers assaulted 
and beat Mr, Leavy and Kibbe, merchants of Victoria, aud 
broke.and destroyed their show-cases and carried off their prop- 
erty. The. military refused to arrest and punish them, but ar- 
rested the two white men and compelled them to pay the ne- 
gr.es $25 O0 for their release from arrest. . 

4. In the same town of Victoria, the soldiers on guard forci- 
bly took out a prisoner, ‘who had formerly belonged to the 
U. S. À;, but had been discharged, and who was at that time

condemned to the Penitentiary; and- suffered him to SURE: 
The soldiers were not punished. 

5. Two citizens were arrested in Bell county, and were in 
charge of U.S officer and soldiers. They were' taken a few 
hundred yards from the house.and murdered by a citizen dressed 
in Federal uniform, while they were surrounded. by the guards 
and in company with forty or fifty soldiers. No effort was then 
made to prevent the murder or arrest the murderer. — 

6. The wanton, outrageous and unprovoked burning of the 
town of Brenham by U. S.soldiers, is too well ascertained to 
require any details. 

7. In Grayson county, a camp E of the U. 8. army, 
but a citizen of Grayson: county, who has a sub-agency to. col- 
' lect government property, assaulted one citizen without provo- 
cation, 1 with intent to kill, and forcibly robbed: anotner of his 
property. He was indicted by the grand jury, arrested and gave 
bond. Gen. Wri. .ht, on the statement of the culprit, ordered 
the sheriff to release the party trom his bonds and ordered Judge 
Weaver to have the suits dismissed, and directed Lt. Col. Abert,. 
commauding at Sherman, to enforce his orders in the premises. 

8. Similar orders to the last recited, have been, issued, and . 
the papers seized, in suits now pending in Caldwell county. An 
officer of the U. 8. army took the papers and made entries on 
the record of his orders, as appears from the letter of Judge 
Ireland. 

No case has come within the knowledge of your committee 
in mace the citizens have been the aggressors on the military. 

in districts and neighborhoods where there have been no sol- 
diers stationed, the negroes, as a general ‘rule, have lived har- 
moniousiy and contentedly, being fully protected both by jaw . 
and publi ic sentiment. : In the presence of garrisons they are 
more frequently turbulent and vicious. It has. been mentioned 
to your committee that the prostitution of negro women by the 
soldiers has beer a great source of trouble among the male 
negroes, giving rise to frequent grave disturbances, 

An closing, your committee state, as the result of much in- 
quiry, that ‘the freedmen are not, as is alleged in this letter be- 
fore them, subject to lawless violence, and that murder and out- 
rage are not largely on the increase. Your committee feel con- 
fident that Gen. Kiddo’s fears that the negroes will be defrauded 
out of their just wages, are groundless. The negroes are amply 
protected by the laws of the land, and by the public sentiment 
friendly to them; and they are paid the wages due for their 
labor, almost univer sally, with promptness and honesty. In the 
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opinion of .your. committee, admina scldiers are not needed ; 
on the contrary, their presence would be productive . rather’ of 
. mischief to the negroes, and of disturbance of the. peace. 

‘The committee ‘will not conclude this long report without ex- 
pressing their emphatic condemnation of all individual crimes 
and outrages; whether against white person or negro, that may 
be committed by lawless individuals among us. The committee 
will not justify or palliate crime or injustice toany, the humblest 
inhabitant of: the State. 

Your committee are far from imputing in any degree, im- 
proper or unfriendly motives to Gen. Kiddoo. On the'con trary, 
they believe that a more careful scrutiny on his part, and a cor- 
rect appreciation of his former sources of information will lead 
him to the conciusion that bis fears are groundless and his state- 
ments unwarranted. Respectfully submitted.

Str: The Committee on Federal Relations, to which was re- 
ferred the communication of thesHon. Wm. H: Seward, Secre- 
tary of State for the United States to his Excellency the Gover- 
nor of the State of Texas, dated June 16, 1866, covering a reso- 
lution of Congress proposing to the Legislatures of the several 
States a fourteenth article to the Constitution of the United 
States, have the honor to report as follows : 

The amendment to the - Constitution proposed ` by this joint 
resolution as Article XIV is presented to the Legislature of 
Texas for its action thereon, under Article V., of that Constitn- 
tion... This Article V., providing the mode of making amend- 
ments to that. instrument, contemplates the participat:on by all 
the States ‘through their representatives in Congress, in propos- 
ing amendments, 'presentatives from nearly one-third of 
the States were Box from the Congress proposing the 
amendments, the constitutional requirement was not complied 
with; it was violated in letter and in spirit; and the proposing 
of these amendments to States which were excluded from all 
participation in their initiation in Congress, is a nullity. 

Your committee might rest the whole -matter here, but they. 
will not propose the. rejection of the amendmen: s .on thé denial 

H. J.— 81a. 36 
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of the right to participate in originating them, but will consider 
the substance of the amendments submitted. ? 2 
The first section propos's to deprive the States of the right 
which they have possessed since the revclution of 1776 to deter- 
mine what shall constitute citizenship of a State, and-to trans‘er 
that right to the Federal Governinent. Its object is, provided 
the section shall become a part of the Constitution, under tue 
color of a generality, to declare negroes to be citizens of the 
United States, and therefore, citizens of the several States, and 
as such entitled to all “the privileges and immunities” of white 
citizens ; in these privileges would be embraced the exercise of 
suffrage at the polls, participation in jury duty in all cases, bear- 
ing armis in the' militia, and other matters which deed not be here 
enumerated. Itis unnecessary to appeal to the fact that in 
most of ihe original free States, negroes have been by law, and 
in all of them by immemorial usage; excluded from these **priv- 
ileges and immunities," now sought to be forced on the Southern 
States, to show that the amendment proposed in this section 
contemplates and intends a violation not only of, justice, but of 
the common instincts of our nature. In the opinion of your 
committce it is not desirable, it is not fitting, it is not demanded 
by the smailest show of mght, that the broad, comprehensive 
principles which have pervaded the Co.stitution of the United 
States since its adoption more than three-fourths of a century 
since, should be abandoned, sacrificed and become a burlesque to 
gratify the vánity, the malice, the fanaticism of rivals aud imita- 
tors of Anacharis Klootz. l . | 
There is scarcely any limit to the power sought to be trans- 
ferred by this section from the States to the United States. 
Congress might declare almost any right or franchise whatever, 
to be the privilege or immunity of a citizen of the United States 
and it would immediately attach to every citizen of every State, 
whether white man or descendant of African." To estimate the 
comprehensive scope of the power heréin sought.for Congress— 
that body might declare miscegenation a ‘privilege or immunity.’ 
. The second section is in some degree the counterpart and c m- 
plemént of the first, in its object to force negro suffrage on the | 
Southera States. As a punishment.for refusing suffrage to the 
negro, it proposes to deprive these States. of their righttul share 
in the Electoral Colleges and in the representatión 1n Congress. 
To appreciate the full scope of .this second seetion, if must be 
considered in'connection wi h the third section which is a sweeping 
disfrafichisement of the white inhabitants of théSouthern States. 
"The two sections together appear in the light of a nefarious con- 
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spiracy to transfer, so far as crafty and i iniquitous legislation can 
effect the object, the government, the civilization of ‘these States 
from the white race to. negroes. Your committee will not char- 
acterize asit deserves the pretence that this section has been 
dictated, by a spirit of justice towards negroes ; for a majority of 
the States proposing these amendments to the Constitution have 
from the foundation of the -government:to the present time, in 
their State Constitutions, denied to the free negroes among 
them the. identical franchise now suught to. be wrested from the 
Southern States. This injustice is more palpable from the fact 
that the free negroes are a most inconsiderable element of their 
population, while their numbers with us, if these amendmeuts* 
shall be adopted and become the law of the land, would pro- 
foundly modify if not destroy our political and even our social 
institutions. To effect this wrong, it is now proposed to change 
the basis of representation of the States in Congress and in the 
Electoral College, which was established by the framers of the 
Constitution, and acquiesced in without a murmur to the present 
time, and in such manner as to deprive the South of a portion of 
their just representation as now guaranteed-in the Constitution, 
and.to give to the North a still more overwhelming preponder- 
ance in the National councils than they already possess. 

The third section is designed to effect the disfranchisement of 
the white inhabitants of these States. Its provision is so sweep- 
ing as to embrace every individual in the State who may, at any 
time of his life, either in Texas or any other State, have taken 
an oath to support the Constitution of the United States, and 
who shall also have engaged in the late war, or given aid and 
comfort to persons so engaged. It embraces all persons holding 
civil offices, however inconsiderable ; all soldiers, whether volun- 
teers or conscripts; every person who may have given a blanket, 
‘or even a meal of ‘victuals to a Confederate soldier. The very 
charities of life are made a crime by this joint resolution. It is 
idle to attempt to draw any distinction between the practical: 
effects of a denial of the right to vote and that of Lolding office. 
Under the sweeping . exclusion; whom would you have to vote 
for? It establishes what might, by a perversion of terms, be 
called an aristocracy ; but it would be an aristocracy the most 
hideous and revolting ever imagined ; it would be an aristocracy 
founded on baseness and incapacity. Under the sweeping provis- 
ions .of this act, there.would be a comparatively small number 
eligible to. offices of trust and honor, except those whó, from 
want of virtue and want of capacity, have never been deemed 
worthy by their fellow-cititizens to fill even the humblest public 
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office. This third section, if-it shall become a part of the 
organic law, will be nothing less than the disfranchisement of 
the citizens of this State ; ; it proposes to stigmatize and degrade 
all that is most elevated and most worthy, and it coolly asks us 
to be the executioners, the instruments of the degradation of 
our own people. Few men among us may care to ‘hold office, 
but no one, with the spirit of his fathers in him, will willingly 
submit to be held up as unworthy, and least cf all will he be 
the tool, and plead guilty to the infamy sought to be inflicted 
on us. The right of representation has ever been deemed an 
inestimable inheritance ; but it would be weak as well as wicked 
to barter our birthight for the empty shadow of representation 
offered in these amendments. 
The fourth section is sufficiently provided for by the action of 
the late Convention of this State. | 
'The fifth section is the fitting completion of the legislation 
proposed in the preceding sections. : Adopt this section, invest 
Congress with this hitherto unthought-of control over State 
legislation, over State courts, over all State action, and you lay 
your State and its ci itizens, without the shadow scarcely of pro- 
tection, at the foot of any majority of Congress which may rule 
the hour, however vindictive or malignant that majority may be. 
This Legislature does not need to be admonished what-evil and 
unrelenting passions may sway majorities ; ; our own history, the 
history of the world, is full of these examples. You are herein 
called on to shear the last lock of your strength ; to throw away 
the armor which is yet furnished you in the Constitution of the 
United States. Let these proposed amendments, with this séc- 
tion, be engrafted into the Constitution, and it is a virtual 
repeal of that Article which declares, “ The powers not dele- 
gated to the United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited 
by it to the States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to 
the people.” As the first sections embrace every thing touching 
citizenship, what right, what franchise can the citizens possess 
that may not be disposed of, destroyed, abrogated under this 
‘appropriate legislation ?” To so abuse power “would indeed be 
monstrous ; but your Committee are mot permitted to ignore 
the threats solemnly made ard often repeated by the acknowl- 
edged leader of the House of Representatives, and of-the Rad- 
ical abolition party. If there be any one who, in weariness of 
soul, would yield over this fatal and irrecoverable power in ex- 
change for a shadowy, an unsubstantial and curtailed representa- 
tion in Congress, we- adjure him, in behalf of the: freédom and 
honcr of his fellow-citizens, to pause. - l 
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We have been warned by the Radical Press of the North ; we 
have been warned by letters written by gentlemen. who are 
avowed members of the Radical party, to hide from the threat- 
ened wrath of the Radical party in Congress, by ratifying these 
amendments to the Constitution. Mr, Thaddeus Stevens, the 
leader of that pariy in Congress, in his place in the House of 
Representatives, and more recently in his speech at Bedford, has 
proelaimed what the punishment shall be, which is in store for 
ourcontumacy. Radical gentlemen have, in their letters, told us 
"of the consequences. Conspicuous among the consequences are 
abrogation of our State Government; the restoration of martial 
law with a military Governor; the. confiscation of the balance 
of our property, and the granting of freehold homesteads to 
negroes on £he plantations whereon they had been slaves; the 
impeachment of the President ; the abrogation of all pardons 
granted by authority of the President, and trials for treason 
before military commissions, which may ensue on such abroga- 
tion; the sweeping disfranchisement of our people, and the 
passage by Congress of an Enabling Act to authorize certain 
classes, which means the black race and a fraction of our own 
people, to create a new State Government on the ruins of our 
existing Constitution, and with such new. State Government for 
Texas to re-enter the American Union!’ These are threats, not 
made by implication, but in express terms, under which your 
committee have considered the amendments referred to them; 
aud they are statéd at some length by your committee, that the 
House may know that we are not unmindful of the solemn cir- 
cumstances under which we are acting. Our own experience, 
the history of human passion, do not permit us to consider these 
threats as unmeaning ; the Northern press foreshadows the suc- 
cess of the Radicals; the telegraphic wires are already. heralding . 
their success in the first Northern elections. 

In determining the action which your Committee shall herein 
recommend, touching the proposed amendments, they have not 
been guided, by considerations of momentary expediency; they 
base their action on principle. But as it has been insidiously 
intimated, both by a certain portion of the Northern. press, and 
in the letters of members of the radical-party just alluded to, 
that the «adoption of these amendments would save for us our 
State government, your Committee will simply remark that no 
pledge has been given—no party is authorized to make such 
pledge; that your State government so preserved, aud at the 
cost of principle, would not be worth the having. 

If the proposed amendments to the Constitution shall be rati- 
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fied by a sufficient number of States to become a portion of the 
organic law of the country, notwithstanding our refusal to ratify 
them, we shall then yield to them full obedience as a làw-abid- 
ing people. If we reject them, we can appeal from the passions 
engendered by the late civil war, to the sense of justice, to the 
Iove of right, to the principles of free, representative government, 
which, we believe, are deeply and firmly implanted in the hearts 
of the American people; we will * appeal from Philip drunk to 
Philip sober.” But, if with willing and ignominious submission, 
if in very poverty of manly spirit; if in delusive hope of momen- 
. tary ease, we sacrifice the inestimable inheritance of American 
citizenship, and declare all who have been most honored and 
esteemed amohg us, to be unworthy and infamous, we shall in- 
cur the contempt, or at best, but the sneering pity of our ene- 
mies, who would humiliate and disfrancbise us; we shall take 
the first, fatal step in that rapid career of abasement of spirit, so 
often witnessed in the history of peoples, that abasement of 
spirit which developed the cunning. Greek of the middle ages out 
of the conqueror of Marathon, and which engendered the Italian 
of the dark ages out of the Roman, once the mighty master of 
the world. Nor have your committee, on the most careful and 
unimpassioned review of the circumstances surrounding us, found 
the least reason to hope that any improper concession on our 
part, that any humiliation or abasement, however ample or how- 
ever abject, would obtain for us the abatement of one jot or one 
tittle from the malignant purposes of our enemics. Nay, such 
course on our part would stimulate them rather. 

On the other hand, if we reject their amendments, if we refuse 
willingly to transfer our State Government and our representa- 
tive rights in the electoral colleges and in Congress, from the 
great master race of the races constituting the Caucasian family 
of nations, to ‘Africans and the descendants of Afiicans;” if 
amid the ruins of our property, we stand undaunted, unappalled 
by the dangers which gird us, and refuse willingly to sacrifice 
for an empty shadow, delusively promising present quiet, the 
rights of the State, whose representatives we are, the priceless 
rights of American citizenship, rights declared in- the Constitu- 
tion itself to be inaliendble, we shall preserve our national spirit 
as an integral portion of the American people, we shall retain 
our own self-respect, we shall command the respect of the civil- 
ized world ard of our enemies ; we shall have the honorable 
sympathies of the great masses and of the good men of the 
Northern States ; and when the passions of the day are past, 
they will do us justice, and-thank us for the stand we here make. 
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Cowardice, baseness. of spirit never wins; justice is often tardy, 
but eventually triumphs ; the people of other States will even- 


-tually say. of much abused: "Texas, her people are worthy. 


Your committee are then of opinion that submitting to our 
situation in good faith, having frankly yielded up the issues de- 
cided in the late war, with a fall purpose to yield an honest obe- 
dience to the laws now in force and to those which may here- 
after be established, however distasteful to us, relying on the 
eventual justice of the great American people, it is our bounden 
duty to reject the amendments to the Constitution of the United 
States, proposed as Article XIV. in the Joint Resolution of 
Congress; .and they have UNE, reported the following 
resolution :

ARTICLE XIV. 

Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the 
United States and of the States wherein they reside. No State 
shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United States; nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty or pro rty without due 
process of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of its laws. 

Sec. 2. Representation shall be apportioned among the 
several States, according to their respective numbers, counting 
the whole number of persons. in each’ State, excluding Indians 
not taxed. : But when the right to vote at any eloction for the 
choice of Electors for President and Vice.

This re- 
port, I presume, was unknown to the Provisional Comptroller, 
as he states that no report bad been received from the former 
Financial Agent since the date mentioned in my message. 

Herewith I transmit, for your information, a communication 
from Col. Hendricks, with a copy of an order from Gen. Granger, 
endorsed by Gov. Hamilton, to Col. Caruthers; also, copy of re- 
ceipt from Col. Caruthers to Col. Hendricks, for the property of .

The Committee of Finance, to whom was re-referred a bill to 
be entitled * An Act for the Assessment and Collection of 
Taxes," have had the same under consideration, together with 
the remonstrance of the State Comptroller, made to his Excel- 
lency, the Governor. . After full and thorough examination the 
Committee cannot see any necessary changes to be made in the 
. main featurés of the bill. Ae NCC MC 
. They think the objections made to the first section of the bill 
are groundless. Upon examination, the Committee found that 
the State Comptroller was not, by the terms of the Constitution, 
saddled with tlie labor: of cbllecting taxes.. The Constitution — 
specially cast labor enough upon that. officer, which,'if properly 
discharged, will keep him constantly engaged. Article 7, section 
36, authorizes him to take possession of defaulting Rail Roads ; 
Article 10, section 10, makes him a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation.; hes also a.Commissioner to negotiate all matters rela- 
tive to the. Direct Tax, levi»d upon the State of Texas by the 
United States, with power to cancel, in payment of said tax, 
any indebtedness due by the United. States to Texas; he will 
also have the-re-adjusting and auditing of the Public Debt ; the 
collection: of: all back taxes; the preparation of the unpaid 
claims against the United States Gavenament from, the year 
1856 until the present. time ; the. disbursement. under the’ Act

dently for the want of time to give the subject proper investigs-

The 10th section of the bill grants to the corporators; land 
sixty feet wide on the north bank of said ‘Bayou as diedged, 
through these private lands, stipulating that.it shall be paid for 
at its cash value, after condemnation i in the manner pointed out. 
This is objectionable, 

lst. Because lands sixty feet d: are not necessary _ 1o the 
corporators to enable them to keep their chánnel opeu. 

2d. The sixty feet in width, is in fact, and in effect, a bonus 
to the eor porators—a bonus granted out of private property. 

3d. The lands sixty feet wide on the north side of the Bayou, 
condemned for, and appropriated by the corporation; gives them 
the valuable portion of the large tract of private land. This is 
àn unconscionable advantage; “and doubtless unthought of by 
gentlemen when voting for this measure. ' 

4th. The questions of: title between certain ETE are now 
in the courts of the country for adjudication; and neither party 
should be prejudiced by legislative action. . 

Sth. Doubtless if the lands along the banks of the bayou were 
condemned, the condemnation would require in payment only a 
nominal. amount, in view of the long continued litigation, ard 
whatever might be the result of said ‘litigation, the “corporators 
would receive all the benefits of the land, while the assignees of 
the grantee would altogether lose, though successful in the suit. 

These objections seem to me to be well taken, and should’ be 
conclusive against the bill. z 

The 10th Section grants. absolutely to said’ corporators lands

ures in the event of non-compliance. Also, that the lands should 
be surveyed in blocks of at least two sections, or two half sec- 
tions, so that, side by side, the-State and corporations should 
have ‘equal portions of surveyed land, and of equal value. 

Such are some of the important restrictions and requirements 
heretofore enacted upon this subject. It was a policy attempted 
to be inaugurated and perfected in our Internal Improvement 
system, which the bill under consideration seeks. ta change. I 
have not the time to enter upon a discussion of the interesting 
question of internal improvement, but it is clear to my mind 
that we will not succeed in building up the necessary work of 
internal improvement, so much needed by the State, uniess we 
husband and concentrate the resources at our command. It ap- 
pears to me. that. this is the most favorable time we will have to 
prescribe restrictions upon such incorporated companies as may 
entitle themselves to the bounty and encouragement of the 
State. 

There is no limitations as to time, to the grant of lands pro- 
vided for in this bill. The- policy first proposed in 1851, of re- 
quiring the roads to be constructed in a given tims, it appears to 
me, is just.and proper. The requirement of alienation should 
not be dispensed with, though I believe it is just to extend the 
iime, and to be liberal in that extension. Nor can there be any 
sound reason for extending. the law to every. branch. or tap road 
that has been chartered. "With all our resources, when availa- 
ble, it is not possible for us to give lands to; loan money, or-en- 
dorse the bonds of the multitudinous railroads chartered hereto- 
fore, and which may be chartered in the future, Such a course 
will defeat. the great object in view, and’ be the cause of defeat- 
ing the construction of those main lines of road: -80 necessary to 
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the country. The State, in my judgment, should now concen- 
trate all the resources upon a few man lines penetrating the in- 
terior portions of the country, and leave all minor roads to takë 
care of themselves. When these main lines are constructed, and 
the population and wealth of the State has increased so as to 
justify, other roads will succeed, and not before. However for- 
tunate the enterprise of the State may be, in inducing capital to 
juvest in the railroad projects now on foot, it is the supremest 
folly to imagine that success cap achieve more than the construc- 
tion of a few important lines. l 

Texas has already loaned to certain railroad companies 
$1,816,500 of the School Fund, and granted land to the amount 
of 3,978,240 acres. : 

_Tt is easy now for us to perceive how wise the policy would 
have been had we appropriated this money and land to three 
lines of road—one connecting the Gulf and the Red River sec- 
tions, one to the Capital, through the center of the State, and 
the other extending from Indianola to San Antonio, and west- 
ward. Had this policy been adopted, the. three great divisions 
of the State would have been supplied with the means of trans- 
portation, The increase in the wealth and population of the 
country would have been greatly augmented, aff the capital 
supplied with which to carry through other improvements. I 
trust your honorable body will extend the grant of sixteen sec- 
tions of land to the principal lines of road heretofore fostered by 
the State, also extend the time for the alienation of the lands 
heretofore granted. . But, in doing this, the general policy here- 
tofore adopted of requiring the companies to comply with cer- 
tain conditions, ànd remain subject to such.general laws as the 
Legislature.may see proper, from time to time, to enact for the 
s of the general interests of the country, should be ob- 
served. ; : i 

I return the bill, with she hope that you will reconsider it, and 
pass another that will be of practical utility to the country.

mands, The sudden change in the status of the negro race, 

though accomplished by force, demands at our hands none the 
less the enactment of such laws as their present condition re- 
quires. lt is believed to be unwise and impolitic to neglect. to 
provide just and equal laws suited to their present condition. 

They form in many portions of the State a very large proportion 
of the population, and must be centrolled and protected by our 
laws; and that, too, in order-that their labor may be available 
and profitable. : They sh nould be protected in the rights of per- 
son-and property by wise and just legislation. Their removal, 

however desirable, cannot be accomplished for many years to 
come; and while they continue a part of our population, they 
should be treated humanely and justly. If not governed and 
controlled by our own laws, they will be by laws enacted by those 
who know nothing of their true wants or capacity, and who care 
but.iittle for their best interests, so that power can be perpe- 
tuated which has been ac quired by force, The good conduct of 
the negroes dung the late war—their quiet, subnissiró and 
obedient demeanor in the absence of those accustomed to man- 
age and control them, should not be forgotten. ‘Their .destitute 
and dependent condition, as well as true wisdom. and souud 
policy, demand for them just and wholesome laws, and warn us 
to shield them from those influences sought to be exercised over 
them by those who are wholly ignorant of their true character

zeal for the lately manumitted race, stumbled upon some plan 
that mighé-offer -a tay of hope for ‘his imagination to revel in, 
and taken the:sense of the House upon it at once, without sub- 
‘jecting-them to ithe necessity-of being the: niedium ot raising a 
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discussion and an- expression of .a contrariety of opinion on the 
part of members, which is calculated to do so.mach harm in this 
period of our country's history. But, since the task- has been 
thrown upon them, unwillingly they undertake it, . - 

The condition: of. this unfortunate. class of our people, weaned 
from us, and taught by unscrupulous and designing school 
marms, that we, as a people, are inimical to their intellectual 
advancement, calls for some reflections on our part, We recog- 
nize it as a duty:we owe them and ourselves, to, subvert this in- 
-fluence, and prove to them that, though the ties of master and 
slave-have been severed, . the feelings "of regard: engendered by 
those cld ties still exist, "and that they are but.the dupes of their 
pretended friends. But, in doing this, we deprecate the other 
extreme, which looks to the obligeration of the distinction which 
has always existed; and in teaching the ne-ro that he is an intel- 
lectual being, and capable of mental. improvement, we equally 
regard it as an incumbent duty to teach him to appreciate the 
fact. that he Is far. below us iu the scale of being, and that by 
reason of this inequaldy, the laws for.tbe two races cannot be 
altogether common and uniform. 

Your committee are unable to suggest any avalon that will 
afford a revenue which will serve as a basis for a plan. A`per 
capita tax ou the freedmen themseives, as suggested by the Con- 
vention, seemed to be the.onlv feasible idea on the subject; but 
the impossibility of the collection of such a tax, as was demon- 
-strated by the trialof the past year, nipped that project in the-bud, 

Until by habits of thrift, industry-and economy, when they 
shall have accumulated property on which a tax can be based, 
wisdom dictates.that we endeavor to overcome any indisposition, 
if it exists, on the part of our people to act the part of the Good 
Samaritan, and take the lead in educating them ourselves, to the 
exclusion of that mass of corrupt material that, since the termi- 
nation of the war; has flooded the South, and by means of affili- 
ation, and in many cases miscegenation, with the freedmen, 
obtained the whole of: their. hard earnings, and filled their minds 
with hatred and distrust of us, their natural protectors and best 
friendg Respectfully submitted. --.- :

Str: The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred 
the House bill to be entitled “An act granting lands to railroad 
companies,” together with the objections of His Excellency the 
Governor, contained in his veto message of October 25th, 1866, 
have had the same under consideration, and a majority of said 
committee instruct me to return said bili, and recommend that 
the same be passed, notwithstanding the Governor's veto, 

Itis conceded that there is no constitutional objection to: the 
bill, and for years it has been regarded as the settled policy of 
the "State to encourage the cotistruction of railroads by donations 
of land, and a sudden abandonment of this policy’ at this time 
could not fail to retard the construction of the important roads 
projected. In order to continue the land grants, it becomes 
necessary to pass a new law, as by a restriction in the act of 
January 30th, 1854, the land grants:are confined to roads con- 
structed within ten years after the passage of the act. 

The bill under consideration grants sixteen sections of land to 
any railroad company constructing ahd putting in running order 
twenty-five miles of road, in accordance with the provisions of 
the charter of the road, ‘and in conformity’ to the laws of the 
State in force at the time, and requires the completion of at least 
twenty-five miles of road annually, after the completion of the 
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first twenty-five miles. . Other than these conditions, “there is.. 
no limitation, as to fime to the grant. of. lands provided. for in this | 
bill,” ‘nor'is.it deemed to be important that there should: bé, as’ 
any ' subsequent Legislature may, repeal the act. The grants un- 
der thé provisions of this Lill do not apply to roads “of less 
length than twenty-five miles," and- “the surveys of the lands 
granted are required to be made by the district, surveyors,” l 

The bill requirés all railroad c compąniesacġuiring lands in this . 
State, by “purchase, donation or, otherwise,” to’alienate the same, | 
in twelve, fifteen, ‘eighteen and twenty-one years, which is not 
believed to be ioo great an extension of time for the alienation 
of the same. | 

The object of this bill, (expressed i in.the caption,) is to grant 
lands to railroad companies, and it is respectfully submitted that | 
the bill does not relieve companies from the restrictions which 
have heretofore ‘been prescribed by law, and it specially. provides. 
that, so far as the grants of land ‘provided for in the. bill are 
concerned, companies shal! remain subject. to such gener al laws 
as. the Legislature mAy. see proper, from time to time, to enact.” 

Two railroad companics in this State, by special’ ‘enactments, 
passed at the present, session of the Legislature, not materially 
different in their térms from the present bill, and certainly not 
more favorable te the interests of the State, have received grants 
of sixteen sections of land per | mile, upon conditions similar to 
those expressed, in the bill. 

‘Believing that it is the duty of the, Legislature to foster the 
railroad interests, ‘and as her lands are the only means at the dis- 
posal of the State for. the encouragement of the same; and find- 
ing the bill, in the main, unobjectionable, the committee feel 
constrained ‘to recommend its passage.

‘The. fact that, the ‘trudsentiment ofi our iooni is. misunder- 
stood’ by our N orthern countrymen, makes it the more necessary

for us to be eXplicit in giving authoritative expression to what 
we know to be the true and correct wishes of the people of Texas 
upon those questions wherein they have been most un justly mis- 
represented. 

It has been Sun isis asserted that.our om are. rebellions; 
that we do not desire a resturation of the Union; that citizens of 
this State who adhered to the Union during the war are in con- 
stant danger of assassination ; that: without the presence of the’ 
soldiers of the General Government this clags: of. people could 
not remain among us, and that thousands. of them are fleeing 
from the State, &c., &oc. 

You have already passed a joint EU Dam labor find 
capital to the State from other countries, and especially from the 
other States of the Union. I would suggest, the. propriety of 
embodying in the form of a resolution, the earnest.and sincere 
desire of the people for peace and perfect restoration, their deter- 
mination to obey the laws of the General Government, and their 
wish to cultivate friendly and cordial-relations with the people 
of all the. States, and solemnly pledging. the authorities. of the 
Staie government and thé people.to sustain the-laws of the land - 
and to afford to-ail classes, without distinction; the fullest meas- . 
ure of protection for life, property and the enjoyment of political . 
sentiment. 

It is, also, charged, that we are inimical to. the welfare and 
improvement of the freed people, and that we seek, to cppress 
them. The provisions of our amenced Constitution afford 
ample refutation of the charges. Besides express provisions for 
their benefit, the Legislature is empowered to go still. further, 
and in this connection, I desire to call your attention to the 
several provisions of the. Constitution relating to this class of our 
people, with a view to invite your action apon several questions 
which I deem of the utmost importance. 

Article VIII, Section 1 of the Congutudian: declares. that 
“Africans and their descendants shall be protected i in their rights 
of person and property by appropriate legislation," and further 
says, “they shall have the right to contract and be contracted 
with, to sue and be sued, to acquire, hold and transmit property, 
and all criminal prosecutions against them shall be conducted in 
the same manner as prosecutions for like offences against the 
white race, and they shall be subject to like penalties." 

It is obvious from the for egoing provisions: that.it was the in- 
tentioh of the Convtntion that the Legislature should provide | 
such laws as will secure in the aiplest manner the nights therein 
conferred. 
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‘The second section of thé same article, declares that tliis class 
of people shall not be prohibited: from testifying orally as wit- 
nesses in any’ case, civil or criminal involving the right of, or in- - 
jury to, or crime against any of them ‘in’ “person or property, 
under the same ‘rules of evidence that.may be applicable to the 
white race ; the 'eredibility of their testimony to be determined 
by the court orjury hearing the same, And the Legislature: 
shall have the powér to authorize ther to’ testify as witnesses in 
all other cases unüer such regulations-as may be prescribed, as 
to facts hereafter occurring. 

I learn that you are ‘Tow. considering the laws contemplated 
by the first section of the article of the Constitution alluded to, 
and that you have made tlie laws éxempting property from forced 
se apply to all- classes ‘alike.. I sincerely trust- you will .com- 
plete these measures'béfore your adjournment, and I suggest the 
propriety: of exercising the power conferred upon you “by the 
Constitution, jin allowidg the testimony of these people in the . 
courts in all cases as-to facts hereafter occurring. 

I am the more impressed with’ the propriety of such action 
when it is considered: that it will be thé means of relieving our 
citizens from the fincs and punishments so ofien unjustly iù- 
flicted by the agents of the Freedman's Bureau, and where they 
have but little chance to assert or prove their innocence, It has 
had this effect in South Carolina, and doubtless was mainly in- 
strumental in procuring the perfect restoration of civil authority 
in that State. Outside of this very important consideration, it 
is deemed not to be unwise, or that it will result in- any injury 
to the public welfare. : 

The seventh section of the tenth article: of the Constitution 
gives the power to the Legislature to levy taxes for educational 
purposes, and provides that all sums arising from said tax, whicli 
may be collected from Afiicans or persons ot African descent, 
shall be exclusively appropriated for the maintenance of a sy stem 
of public schools for A;ricans and their children; and it shall be 
the duty of the^Lepislature to encourage schools among these 
people. Owing to “the poverty of the- -people and their embar- 

rassed pecuniary conditien; it is not probable that your honorable 
body wiil levy. an educational tax, but as the general tax laws 
will apply tó all classes alike, I would respectfully recommend 
that the State taxes or a portion thereof that may be collected 
- from freedmen, be relinquished to the counties with directions 
to the Police Courtsthat the same shall. be. 9 applied to schools 
for the benefit of persous of-color. - 

These people are among us, and are tore:nain. We can pro- 
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mote our own welfare, in contributing to their intelligence by 

such mears as are at our command, It is the desire of the. peo- 

ple of Texas that the legislation of the country shall be such as 

to promote the improvement and usefulness of these people, aud 

at the same time tend to secure their confidence, and induce 

them to rely upon us for the advice and protection necessary to 
their property. 

On a former occasion I wusste the propriety of sanctus 
laws upon the sulject of the marital rights of these peo,le. 1 
lso sug rested the necessity of requiring the.counties to provide 
for all who were indigent and had no person to look to for sup- 
porl, and at the same time called attention to the necessity of 
amending the law as to lunatics, and invoking such appropria- 
tions as may be necessary to enable the Superintendent of the 
Asylum to receive and treat persons of color. The additional 
expense necessary to be incurred for that purpose will not be 
much, I at conscious of the great amouiit of labor that is still 
to be accomplished before your adjournment. Yet I feel confi- 
dent you will patiently address yourselves to the task and dis- 
charge every duty necessary to promote fhe welfare of the 
country. 

On the 29th instant I addressed a telegram to President 
Johnson, and informed bim that your honorable body had refused 
to ratify “the proposed amendment to the Federal Constitution, 
and made the inquiry if he could offer any suggestion for your 

action that would facilitate restoration. 

I take pleasuie in laying before you his reply. I feel every 
confidence that the wish expressed by him that you will.“make 
all laws involving civil rights as complete as possible, so as to 
estend equal and exact justice to all persons, without regard to 
color," will Le responded to.in the proper spirit, 

The firm aud hopeful view of the President in regard to tue 
future of our beloved country must be encouraging to every 
patriot. I trust he may not be disappointed, and I feel that it 
is the highest duty of patriotism to aii him by every wise and

roadway, ready to lay the iron rails thereon, and so on continu- 
ously, on each additional section of ten miles, so graded and pre- 
pared, after the preceding section has been finished and in ope- 
ration, until the whole road shall be completed; further provided, 
that the Legislature shall require that the company, or compa- 
nies, which receive aid from the State, shall use the same exclu- 
sively for the purchase of iron rails, fastenings and rolling stock, 
and placing the same upon the road, and upon the failure to do 
80, shall forfeit all their rights under this provision, together with 
their property and franchises; and it shall be declered a felony, 
for any officer, or agent, of any railroad company to misappropri- 
ate any funds, granted under the provisions of this section, or 
any other funds or property of the company. The State shall 
always be secured for all bonds guaranteed for any railroad com- 
pany, by a first lien, or mortgage, upon the road, rolling stock, 
depots and franchises of the corporation, whose bonds may be 
guaranteed. The Legislature shall provide, by law, that the 
managors of railroad companies shall make reports periodically, 
of their acts, and the condition of the corporation affairs, which 
shall be officially published for publie information. And in no 
case shall the State guarantee the bonds of railroad companies, 
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as herein provided, except by a vote of two-thirds of both Houses 
of the Legislature; provided the Legislature shall have.no power, 
directly or indirectly, to release any railroad company from the 
payment in specie, of the principal or interest of the obligations 
or debts due to the school fund or to the State.

ries. are better prepared to practice its precepts, uncértain and 
unreliable reports would be furnished, and. error would be the 
result. 

That part of the bill relating to the establishiment of Boards 
of Health would be valuable ; and, indeed, are essential to the 
cities and large towns, but; in our opinion, "would be ineffective 
and inoperative throughout ‘the State at large.

To His Excellency, Andrew Johnson, President of the United 
States : 


The people of Texas, through their Senators and Representa- 
tives, deeply sympathizing with the misfortunes of their fellow- 
citizen, Jefferson Davis, in his deprivation of those comforts which 
are found in the responses of .loved ones around the domestie 
fireside, can only express to your Excellency the sorrow common 
. to all the people of the Southern States, at his continued con- . 
finement in prison, and the unfortunate circumstances which have - 
thus far prevented his trial, if, indeed, he is a criminal. 

In view of the fact that Jefferson Davis became the chosen 
leader of an unsuccessful revolution by the universal acclaim of 
the people of the States engaged in it—none participating more 
actively than the people of "Texas, and none more willing to 
share the burdens of that revolution, or accept, in good faith, 
the determination of its issues—in view, too, of.the fact that 
your Excellency has long since issued your Proclamation, declar- 
ing the restoration of peace throughout all the States ; and in 
view also of the enlightened progress which, at this day, marks the 
cnward march of the American peopie, the longer confinement 
of Jefferson Davis is, in the opinion of your memorialists, beleived 
‘to be in violation of ‘the spirit of the age, and of the. promptings 
of Christianity. 

Have not the demands of justice already been reasonably sat- 
isfied? ‘‘Vengeance is mine, saith the Lord.” Is the vindica- 
tion of the national power still further necessary? Has not the 
„Sword terribly accomplished the work?: ' 

“A land reddened with blood—homes devasted and desolated— 
cities and towns with little left but blackened, broken and empty 
walls—fields once rich with harvests and crops, now silent, waste 
and barren—are sufficiently eloquent for that purpose.” 

Visit not further punishment upon the person of him whose 
pardon we earnesth entreat. 

The dark clouds of. war which for four years enveloped our be- 
loved country.-have passed away. We anticipate much from the 
wise and pruderit administration of your Excellency. May we 
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not entertain the hope that Jefferson Davis will be permitted to 
breathe once more the atmosphere of Freedom—that he will be 
again restored to that people who, having rejoiced with him in a 

period of prosperity, now sorrow. for him in the hour of adver- 
sity? 

As the crowning act of magnanimity of the gréat-and chival- 
rous people whom you represent, release the prisoner, so that the 
last, vestige of animosity between tlie two sections of our common 
country may be removed, and then the thrilling notes of glad- 
ness will accompany the mavic voice of peace,
